OLD ENGLISH SILVER 
AT CHRISTIE'S, 


FEW choice pieces of old English plate, mostly Queen Anne 

and early Georgian, were offered for sale at Christie’s on 

Thursday, November 26th, and, despite complaints of hard 

times, commanded high prices. Among the most interesting 

specimens was a plain Queen Anne caster, which reached 

170s. per ounce, totalling £51. Neither the shape, though 

rather uncommon, nor the date, 1702, would indicate any great value 
to the ordinary observer, but the fact that it was wrought at Edinburgh 
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163 & 165, 
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by Colin Me‘Senzie was sufficient inducement for a spirited competition 
among the dealers, who were present in goodly numbers. A keener 
interest Is now taken among collectors in old plate made in provincial 
places in England, and in Scotland and Ireland, and this explains the 
high price, not any special excellence in the maker. Two of the more 
familiar vase-shaped casters, dated 1761 and 1791. went for 17s. 6d. 
per ounce, their combined weight being 80z. 18dwt. Collectors are ever 
on the look-out for silver forks with three prongs -the carliest type of 
fork introduced into England for domestic use. It was, therefore, not 
surprising to see some determined bidding for four lots of three-pronged 
forks (not the early kind with flattened ends) varying in date from 1721 
to 1732, and in price from 26s, to 27s. per ounce for the table forks, and 
545. to 64s. per ounce for the dessert forks. All these were acquired by 
Messrs. Crichton. One of the conventional Elizabethan communion 
cups with paten-covers, which succeeded the massing chalices of the 
pre- Reformation church, fell to Messrs. Spink for the modest sum ot 
555. per ounce, or a total of a trifle over f20. True, the piece bore no 
London or provincial mark, and this doubtless explains the low price 
obtained The teapots included a charming plain one, somewhat flut 
in shape and small in size. Though of late Georgian date (1819), we think 
the price, 12s. per ounce (weight, 70z. 5dwt.), was by no means high for such 
a nice prece. A George L. plain teapot of spherical form, 1714, catalogued 
as by one of the best known of the French refugee silversmiths in this 
country, Pierre Platel the maker of the beautiful gold ewer and dish in 
the possession of the Duke of Devonshire was obviously spurious. 
reached 12s, 6d. per ounce, at which figure, we believe, it was purchased by 
a country clergyman, who carried it off with a look of triumph. Several 
ood sets of salt-cellars were sold, the earliest being a pair, of circular 
shape, on large bases, engraved with bands of foliage on the border, by a 
noted silversmith, Paul Crespin, 1730 ; they realised £24 16s., or gos, per 


ounce These searce salts resemble the set of six, dated 1751, at Jesus 
College, Cambridge This and the octagonal shape preceded the 
faniliar Georgian salt, with cireular receptacle on three feet, of which a 
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plain set of four, dated 1739, was sold in this same sale for 16s. per ounce 
weight, 100z. 18dwt.). We were particularly struck by the beauty of a set 
of four boat-shaped salts, pierced and engraved, on four ball and claw 
fect, of the year 1787, which was knocked down for 35s. per 
ounce (weight, 50z. 17dwt.). One of the most sought-after pieces 
was a medium-sized tea-kettle, with a tripod stand and lamp, 
engraved with a narrow band of masks, foliage and = strapwork on 
the shoulder, made by the celebrated French silversmith settled in 
England, Paul Lamerie. It weighed 570z. 12dwt., and the final bid was 
48s. per ounce. Curiously enough, the masterpieces of this craftsman, 
who was the most skilful of the cighteenth century silversmiths, are 
in the Czar of Russia’s remarkable collection of Old English plate, 
while the finest specimens of his work in England belong to Lord 
Swaythling. The bidding was very brisk for a pair of George L, 
1722, plain waiters, 5fin. square, weighing 2402. 3dwt., until they 
fell at 44s. per ounce. The scarcity of square-shaped waiters was 
the cause of this high price. A charming pair of George IL. plain 
circular dishes, with fluted and scalloped borders, 8in. diameter, by 
Simon Pantin, 1719 (weight 2502. 1dwt.), reached 55s. per ounce ; while a 
larger dish of the same kind, but engraved with medallion heads, 
foliage and trellis-work in the “ Hogarth” manner, dated 1730, was 
knocked down for 38s. per ounce (weight, 1702. 3dwt.). These 
dishes were made in goodly numbers by the Irish silversmiths in 
Dublin during the early part of the eighteenth century. They have 
been extensively copied by the dealer in spurious old plate, who has 
found the Georgian soup plates with the original hall-marks singularly 
adaptable for transformation. The high price of 67s. per ounce was 
obtained for a rare George |. salver of oblong shape, engraved on the 
border with figures, masks, foliage and strapwork in the “ Hogarth” style, 
by Jacob Maryas, 1725 (weight, 4toz. 2dwt.). A George II. plain Monteith 
punch-bowl with a movable and scalloped rim, 1732 (7602. 15dwt.), 
commanded 32s. per ounce. This is one of the latest examples of this type 
type of bowl, the sealloped rim having died out about that date,

Two beats in “ Birch Wood” was the next order, then 
luncheon in a tent, to which Lady Wernher brought the 
remainder of her house party.

RESISTANCE REQUIRED TO EXPAND A 


Sort BULLET. W. A. Rouch. 


\ correspondent writes : “ We very often 

hear it asked and debated how much resistance of a solid matter, such asa 
bone, a soft-nosed bullet has to come across in order to make it expand, 
I think the following fact may be interesting as throwing some light on it. 
I was shooting with one of the crdinary littke Mannlichers, 256, such as are 
used for deer-stalking and other big-game-shooting, just practising, in 
order to use up old cartridges. One of the marks | shot at was a hare, 
net in its form, but crouched down and very nearly broadside to me. 
It must really have been very slightly turned away from me, or so | 
judged from the mark in it which the bullet made. The bullet entered 
just opposite the heart, which it broke, and went out on the far side, 
shattering the upper part of the fore leg. ‘The entry hole of the bullet 
was small and clean, but its exit passage big, gaping and rent. It was 
quite clear that the bullet had expanded within the hare’s body, yet the 
oniy bones it can have touched before it came into contact with those of 
the fore leg, outside the body on the far side, would be the very thin 
bones of the ribs. | was quite surprised to see that such a little 
resistance as this could be enough to make the bullet burst as it had, 
quite distiguring the shoulder. | daresay this account may be of interest 
to other readers of COUNTRY Lirk, though perhaps they know more 
about the subject than to be surprised as | was.”

ALLEGED DELICACY OF MODERN PARTRIDGES. 

There is a conviction gaining general ground, as a consequence, 
partly, of the great mortality of the partridges in the droughts of 
the past summer, that the birds are less hardy in constitution than they 
used to be, less able to fight unfortunate conditions ; and there is a further 
general disposition to attribute this real or supposed greater delicacy 
to the large infusion of the Hungarian blood which has been absorbed 
into the stock of our native birds. The partridges of the Grange are 
cited as a special instance in point, this being one of the places where

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the Hungarians have been introduced very plentifully and for « long 
time ; but, of course, there are now, perhaps, few big partridge-shoots in 
the country which have not been recruited from Hungarian and Bohemian 
sources. The argument of those who hold the theory that the birds have 
become more delicate, and that the delicacy is due to the Hungarian 
importation, is that though the Hungarians are very hardy in resisting 
extremes both of cold and of heat greater than any that they have to endure 
in this country (for the character of the climate of their native Continental

habitat is to run to greater extremes than our insular climate), still that 
this endurance assumes that the cold shall be a dry cold and the heat a 
dry heat. The less degree of cold and heat respectively which they are 
called on to undergo in this country are, it is argued, much more trying to 
them, because they are, comparatively, a damp cold anda damp heat. ‘The 
whole contention, however, is rather theoretical. ‘The increase in numbers 
of the partridges, which is certainly in some measure due to the very 
importation ef foreign blood which is condemned, naturally implies a 
probability that more dead birds will be picked up, and also that the 
liability to any epidemic disease must be greater.

THE AMERICAN ARMY RIFLE. 

Sik, —I would like to point out that, in my letter published in a 
recent issue, the weight given for the bullet of the American Service 
rifle, 220gr., is correct. The t5ogr. bullet now used is in imitation of the 
new German ammunition, with a view to flattening trajectory over 
decisive ranges. The ammunition for which the American short rifle 
was originally designed was loaded with a bullet of 220gr. and gave a 
muzzle velocity of 2,250 foot-seconds. I mentioned long-range volleys ; 
I should have added, however, that volleys, 
even at extreme ranges, are now practically 
obsolete. ‘The idea is that rapid independent 
fire gives better results, and that the splash 
of the bullets can be equally well observed 
if the ground is suitable. Where the effect 
of distant fire cannot ke seen, ranges would 
be got from the nearest field battery.—

On Friday the clouds of the early part of the week lifted ; in other 
words, there was a good scent in many parts of England, and conse- 
quently the best run of the week was with the Belvoir from Weaver's 
Lodge on Friday. When I say that the run lasted two hours and a-half 
readers will know that it was not fast. Though these brilliant dashes 
are bright spots on our memories of hunting, and are dwelt on 
by hunting writers as enabling them to paint a spirited word-picture of 
the chase, yet I think to see the best pack of hounds in the world

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affords for that purpose is what really binds one to hunting. At all 
events, with a good timber jumper to get one out of difficulties, and, as 
for the rest, a horse that can clear a hedge and ditch with something to 
spare, one can see more sport with the Belvoir on this side of the 
country.

Any stick will do to beat a dog with, and every year we have 
grumbles about damage done by hounds and complaints of poultry 
killed. The quaintest of all the wails is from a motorist who has been 
running over fowls and has obviously been made to pay. “If | am made 
to pay, why not people who hunt?” But we all know how complete is 
the control of the experienced automobile driver over his machine. If 
he runs over fowls, he must either have been travelling too fast through 
a village or not looking out carefully. We have not the same control 
over our foxes. But the point I wish to make is this--that when | 
am told of poultry being killed [ find in most, not all, cases that 
one of two things has happened: either the door of the fowlhouse 
has been left open, or it was not a fox at all that took the 
fowls; dogs, cats, stray 
ferret belonging to the owner 
of the poultry, rats and stoats 
I have heard of. But most 
often it is the work of thieves. 
There is an immense amount 
of petty larceny of this sort in 
our villages. ‘The people steal 
in small ways from each 
other's gardens;~ hen-roosts 
and faggot stacks. The fox 
is blamed for the hen- 
roosts. Hunting people who 
know the inside of country 
life are not stingy or mean, 
but they object to being 
“done,” still be- 
cause they know that pay- 
ments made for fowls which 
the fox has not taken, and 
which probably — everyone 
knows he has not taken, do 
more harm than good. Even 
if it was sound policy to pay, 
it would be demoralising 
and therefore wrong. As to 
damage, the gentleman who 
put barbed wire in his hedges 
because hounds crossed his 
fields probably spent more 
on wire and labour than the 
damage that was done would 
have cost. He will certainly 
lose far more in the goodwill 
of his neighbours than he 
will save. “lhe fact is, people 
who are not accustomed to 
country life have no idea how 
much give and take there is 
in our villages among neigh- 
bours, and how much our 
happiness depends on_ this. 
People who want their own 
rights too strictly are only 
suited for town life.

SHIRE Horse 


In my first article last week [| pointed out both the fact that a very 
yreat expansion had taken place in Shire horse-breeding throughout the 
country, and the causes which had brought about that result, during 
the last fifteen years. Farmers are not, as a rule, slow to avail them 
selves of an opportunity of taking up anything that will bring grist 
to the mill when they are once convinced that the game is worth the 
eandle, and as cart-horse-breeding is essentially a tenant farmer's job, it 
is not surprising to find that probably about nine-tenths of the members 
of the Shire Horse Society are tenant farmers. The large stud-owners 
gave a fillip to Shire horse-breeding some fifteen years ayo, and are still 
coing so, when they purchased, at long figures, the best stallions and mares 
for their respective studs. Many of the animals, to some of which | 
will refer later, were bred by tenant farmers, who benefited very appreci- 
ably by the enterprise of the wealthy landowners, enabling them to 
become possessed of the best specimens procurable of the breed ; and no 
doubt the fact of good stallions being placed within reach of their tenants 
and neighbours has done much to promote and foster the breeding of 
Shire horses throughout the country. Then there is the additional 
sporting chance, to which | have referred, and which is a great incentive 
to the farmer, of possibly breeding an animal that will do well at the 
London Show and so command a big figure. Among notable Shire horse- 
breeders, H.M. King Edward VII. has a very fine stud at Sandringham, 
while such landowners as Sir Walter Gilbey ; the late Lord Wantage, who 
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owned the champion stallion Prince William ; Sir Alexander Henderson, 
Bart., who owns the champion stallion Markeaton Royal Harold and bred 
the renowned stallion Buscot Harold from his champion mare Aurea ; 
Lord Redesdale, who owned the famous champion stallion Hitchin 
Conqueror and the champion mare Minnehaha, one of the best mares, in 
my humble opinion, ever awarded a championship at the London Show ; 
Lord Llangattock, who owned the noted stallion Prince Harold ; Lord 
Middleton, who owned the famous stallion Menestrel ; Lord Rothschild, 
who owns the champion stallion Birdsall Menestrel and many other 
noted animals ; Sir Albert Muntz, Bart., owner of the famous Dunsmore 
Jameson ; the Hon. Victor Cavendish, now Duke of Devonshire, who, I 
am glad to see, is proposing to continue the breeding of Shires at Chats- 
worth ; Earl Egerton of ‘Tatton, who owns the famous stallion Tatton 
Dray King; Lord Winterstoke ; Mr. Smith-Carrington, this year’s 
president of the Shire Horse Society; Mr. F. E. Muntz, Mr. Kearns, 
Mr. Thompson (Desford), Mr. Kenworthy and many others, too numerous 
to name, in founding their studs bought animals at very long prices, 
many of which went into the pockets of tenant farmers; while from 
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some of the above-named studs have emanated many first-class animals. 
For instance, Lockinge Forest King, as the pretix denotes, was bred in 
Lady Wantage’s stud at Lockinge ; this is the most famous stud horse 
of the present day. His progeny are in great demand, and command 
high prices, because they possess the points of the type now 
sought after. ‘There are many types of Shires, but most of the stallions 
mentioned above have made, and are making, a great impression 
upon the stock they have left in their respective districts, either when 
standing at their owners’ studs. or when hired by some enterprising 
breeding society, such as the Montgomery (Welshpool) and the Peter- 
borough Societies, besides many others. ‘These horses possess the 
attributes of the ideal stud horse —yood breeding, immense size and 
substance (standing 17h.), big knees and hocks, wide feet and coronets, 
with open heels, sloping pasterns and well-turned joints, fine silky feather 
and withal strong masculine character, robust constitution and a boldness 
and freedom of action in the walk that denotes power. Such stallions 
as these are bound to leave their mark if allied with suitable mares. 
There is a rhyme in the North which condenses into a few words some 
of the main features of the typical Shire, and these it is well for Shire- 
breeders to bear in mind : 
Feet, joints, and feather,

DAIRY, 
AND MARKET PRICES 

Walking through the Metropolitan Cattle Market at Islington on a 
recent Monday | was much interested in the collection of dairy cows sent 
up for sale from the country It would be impossible to imagine a place 
where mere pedigree would be more completely ignored than ina London 
market, everything there having to rely for a good price on its own 
personal merits, As a gene ral rule, the cows sent up for the use of the 
London dairvmen are ordinary cattle with very une qual evidences of good 
milking capacity, their prices varying from 416 to £22 each, On this 
occasion, howeve there dl au few cows on a large ale, 


of time symmetrical shape and grand udders, bearing also the 
unmistakable impress of high breeding. ‘They were, in fact, to all 
intents and purposes pure-bred shorthorns They were sold at £27 


each without ther calves, or for 45 more than ordinary cows. Yet there 
are plenty of people sull to be found who ignore, if they do not 
deny, the value of high breeding. So much for dairy cows: but 
I saw an instance among the fat cows quite as striking. Cow beef was 
elhng cheap at 3s. Od. per stone, and 416 was considered a fair price 
for goo common-bred cows fattened off by the dairymen while milking. 
\ parr of grand red cows on short legs at once attracted my notice, as 
they would that of any other old) breeder. They did not look 
very huge in frame, but scaled cach and sold at £20 10s., 
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or £4 10s. more than the good ordinary cows on offer beside 
them. The moral of these actual cases is that the great want 
of the stock-raising industry in this country is a general improvement 
in the system of breeding. The production of really profitable 
dairy cows can only be assured by special attention to their breeding 
and the use of bulls themselves so bred from milking strains that 
their progeny will, in the nature of things, and by the laws of heredity, 
in their turn prove deep and persistent milkers. Then with regard 
to beef animals, it is high time we bestirred ourselves. Every year 
Argentina is sending us more meat, and not only so, but that meat is 
steadily improving in quality through the liberal use of British pedigree 
bulls. ‘The United States for many years took our stock, and the 
result is that many animals arriving from that country are equal to our 
own. It costs no more to rear well-bred animals than mongrels ; on 
the contrary, they will thrive better on the same food, and when they 
come to market their value is several pounds higher. As a practical 
farmer, and in close touch with our great consuming markets, | 
have no hesitation in saying that this question of breeding lies at the 
root of the question of the future profit or loss attending the breeding 
of cattle in the Old Country. Our colonists and our foreign rivals are 
fully alive to the vital importance of breed in their struggle for the 
possession of our markets, and every effort should be made by those who 
possess influence with our farmers to awaken them to a lively sense of 
these facts in order that they may not be hopelessly distanced in 
the race. A. 


POULTRY AND GOATS. 

In classifying, last week, the birds in the six months’ laying competi 
tion according to breeds, mention was omitted of a number of breeds 
which appeared in the lists as “ Other Breeds.” It seems that this 
classification is given when a pen belongs to a breed which is represented 
by only one pen of competitors. The “Other Breeds” melude a pen 
each of Brown Leghorns, Lincolnshire Buffs, 
Barred and White Rocks, Croad Langshans, 
Spangled Orpingtons, Rhode Island Reds, 
Silver Pencilled Wyandottes and Red 
Sussex. pen of La Bresse been 
withdrawn, so has a pen of Buff Rocks ; 
therefore only ninety-cight out of the original 
100 pens are now competing. ‘Towards the 
end of last month Pen 79, which at the 
end of the first month was in the second 
place, had advanced to first place, with a 
record of 212 eggs laid between October tst 
and November inclusive, weighing 
2402, and of a value of £1 6s. 
Has anyone noticed the remarkable size otf 
the egys laid by one of the pens of White 
Wyandottes ? Their sixty-two eggs (laid up 
to the end of October) weighed 8lb. 1202. 
Over each is certainly large for Wyan 
dottes, a breed in which there has been ot 
late years a tendency to produce smatl 
Cgys. Sixty-three eggs laid by another pen of 
White Wyandottes weighed only 12}0z. 
Yet another pen of the same breed totalled 
only 6lb. to sixty-two eggs. Sixty 
Orpingtons weighed 6lb. 1502. It is interest 
ing to compare with these figures the 
7lb. 2foz. reached by sixty-one eggs laid by 
a pen of White Leghorns. It is plain that 
before this half-year competition is concluded 
some most interesting data will be forth- 
coming. A competition on a smaller scale, 
which also possesses elements of interest, 
is the Northern Utility Poultry Society’s 
contest. It is being conducted at Burnley. This competition lasts 
four months, and the first four weeks’ figures are now available. 
It should be explained that at Burnley the pens consist not of six birds, 
as at Street, but of four, Two points are given for each egy weighing 
over tfoz, and one point for eggs weighing tfoz. and less. It is a 
healthy sign that there were more entries than could be accommodated. 
The number found room for was twenty-five. “The breeds successful in 
the ballot were seven pens of White Leghorns, seven of Buff Orpingtons, 
live of White Wyandottes, three of White Orpingtons, one of Buff Rocks, 
one of Anconas and one of Silver Wyandottes. During the first month most 
eggs have been laid by a pen of White Wyandottes. ‘The number is 80, 
which got 155 points. The records of the next pens are: White Orping 
tons, 76 (147 points); White Wyandottes, 67 (134 points) ; Buff Orpingtons, 
51 (100 points) ; White Leghorns, 47 (go points). But there are White 
Orpingtons competing which have produced only to eggs (19 points), 
and White Leghorns, the record of which is only 3 eggs (6 point: 
Three pens--of Anconas, Buff Rocks and Buff Orpmgtons not 
yet produced an egg. The mild weather seems to have induced a good 
deal ot broodiness among the heavy breeds, and a certain amount of 
moulting is going on. ‘The four months’ competition of the Utility 
Poultry Club of London commenced on October 21st. There is, 
unfortunately, only a small entry of eighteen pens. The scene of the 
competition Bagshot, where last years event took place. 
Probably the low average of laying at the last competition at 
Bagshot, after the holding of the six months’ laying competi 
tion mm Somerset, has had a good deal to do with keeping down 
the entries. As at Burnley, there are four pullets in each pen. 
The competing pens consist of four pens of Buff Orpingtons, three 
of White Wyandottes, two of White Orpingtons, two of Black Leghorns, 
one of White Leghorns and one of Scots Greys. A pen of Miss 
Galbraith’s own birds are also competing, and four Indian Runner ducks 
have been given a chance of showing what they can do against the hens. 
So far—at the end of the first twenty-eight days — the ducks are the 
winners with 84 eggs. Next came Miss Galbraith’s own pullets with 62 
eggs (355 pots). This shows the advantage of not changing quarters.

The 
weather seems to hav: been very trying indeed: ice remained unmeltecd 
m a part of the meadow for two days. Soe much for the laying 
competitions, which are, no doubt, an encouraging symptom of progress 
in egy production. As to the other branch of poultry-keeping, the 
production of table birds, what could be more gratifying than the 
opinion expressed in the new leaflet of the Board of Agriculture? “ The 
demand for high-class poultry has very greatly increased in’ recent 
years,” it says, “and, even apart from the growth in the population, there 
appears to be ample room for extension in the home supply. Even iv 
those markets where the chief business is in unfattened specimens, 
a steady increase in the sale of finer quality fowls is evident. As their 
greater value is appreciated by censumers, it may be anticipated that 
the demand for these will grow.” 

In the matter of tethering goats it must be confessed that there is no 
perfect system. Somehow or other the animals manage occasionally to get 
loose. ‘The ordinary spring-hook has been improved upon by a “ hook” 
without a spring, the theory of which is that the more the animal pulls the 
tishter the “hook stays closed. But dogs as well as goats sometimes yet 
free when fastened with this “hook.” No doubt the explanation is that the 
“hook” catches and jams ona piece ot twip or stone, It is best not to 
assume that any hook, spring or otherwise, is perfectly safe. As to the 
pey to which the chain is affixed, not only should there be a ring on the 
top of the peg, but the top should be made to swing round easily. Also 
the chain should contain several swivels. But even the most theoreti 
cally perfect swivels are liable not to work if a piece of wood ts picked 
up as the goat moves round and round its peg. And when the swivels 
jam i ois not long before the chain is in a hank round the peg, the 
pex is foreed up out of the ground and the goat is browsing appreciatively 
where it ought not to, 


THE WEEK, 

Will the roast beef of old England be dearer this Christmas ? 
\pparently it. will; im fact, beef has been very much before the public 
this year, and yet after all the price has not been unduly high. la the 
summer we had the agitation for the admission of outside store cattle. 
This was met by determined opposition, and since the Board of Agriculture 
would not give way the agitation dropped. Then came the tuberculosis 
crusade, and the demand for a warranty by the butchers had one 
unforeseen effect -that of driving the farmers nearer combination than 
they had ever come before ; in fact, this has done what the late Lord 
Winchilsea and scores of others have failed to do, that is, bring 
about concerted action among the  agriculturists of England. 
The warranty question has been adjourned to the beginning 
of the New Year, and in the interval of peace things have gone 
in favour of the farmer.

RACING 


OK the last time this year many of those interested in 

racing and breeding will assemble at Newmarket on 

Monday next for the commencement of the bloodstock 

sales which Messrs. Tattersall will hold on that and the 

following days of the week. A feature of the sales 

will be the selling of the American brood mares sent over by 

Mr. HL. Oxnard and Mr. G. B. Haggin; and from another 

point of view the result of the sales will be watched with no 

little interest, because while some of the lots included in the 

catalogue are of exceptional value, the prevailing notion is that 

there are just now very few people who are inclined to invest 

their money in bloodstock. This may be so; but we seem to 

have heard this tale before, and my own experience leads me to 

believe that, no matter how tight the money market may be, 

there are always buyers ready and able to pay for really first-class 
bloodstock of every description. 

Last week we were able to take a glance through the Monday 
catalogue, so that we can now make a start with the sales of 
Tuesday. Mr. A. Stedall, who counts his bloodstock some- 
thing after the fashion in which the Patriarchs of old reckoned 
up their flocks and herds, is sending up seven mares, among 
them Snapshot, a Petronel mare covered by Scotch Cross; 
Tartine, a really good young Trenton mare, due to foal to 
Kobert le Diable on February 11th; and Murgis, a chestnut 
mare by Father Conlessor, due to foal to Collar on 
March 24th. There should be good bidding for Peloria, by 
Sir Visto out of Peoria, by Bona Vista, and Brosna, by Marcion 
out of Betsy Shannon. both of them belong to Major H. H. 
Roberts, and are in foal to John o’ Gaunt. Among the mares 
aad toals sent up by the executors of the late Mr. W. H. 
Mitchell I notice Siphon, a splendidly-bred mare by St. Simon 
out of Avonwater, by Prism, and due to foal to Ladas. From 
the Sandringham Stud comes Vane, by Orme out of Vampire 
(own sister to Flying Fox), in foal to Marco, the sire of Marcovil, 
winner of this year’s Cambridgeshire; and there should surely 
be a buyer for that good staying mare, Whinbloom, sent up by 
Mr. G. D, Smith, and in foal to St. Frusquin. From the Ferry 
Stud, Chatteris, Mr. R. G. Heaton is sending up five mares, 
including Esprit, a nice young Desmond mare, who has been 
covered by Santry. The Messrs. Hoole are offering some really 
good mares, two of which are by St. Serf, the foals being mostly 
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in America will certainly prevent livestock being shipped thence, 
and if the butchers cannot obtain fat beasts for siaughter at the 
ports of landing, and the farmers will not warrant theirs, where is the 
fresh beef to come from? Of course, Canada will strain every nerve to 
keep its country free from this justly-dreaded disease. But at the 
same time it behoves the English farmer to look after his interests and 
support the Board of Agriculture in keeping out disease. Each outbreak 
means more pressure. Holland and France would like to see the 
prohibition removed. Now America will also throw its weight into their 
scale. But English consumers should be kept well informed as to how 
essential it is to have some reserve of foodstuffs at home available in 
cases of extreme urgency, and this reserve should be adequately 
protected from disease. 

To go to all the expense of growing a good crop of swedes and then 
to leave them to the tender mercies of the frost, is one of the common 
forms of mistaken economy. Heaping is the best way of preservation, 
but this costs from 3s. 6d. to 6s. per acre, according to the weight of the 
crop and the labour supply of the district. There is a very good and 
cheap alternative plan which is occasionally adopted. Take a double- 
breasted ridging plough, set in fairly deep, and run it between the rows 
of roots. This will cover them tothe necks and still leave them growing 
and retaining their vigour. This, with the shelter of the soil afforded by 
the plough, will enable them to withstand almost any frost. The tops in 
early spring provide useful nibbling for the lambs, which is lost by heap- 
ing. Indeed, the tendency to run too quickly to seed is considered a 
drawback to the ridging process, and in mild seasons it is sometimes 
necessary to check it by cutting the taproots with an ordinary plough. 

To those who take the trouble to study the weekly returns of the 
Board of Agriculture on market prices, the issue of last week presented 
some startling features. It seems almost incredible that while the best 
shorthorn bullocks on offer in London and also at Leicester, Leeds and 
Wakefield were only making 4s. 4d. per stone, they should be worth 
gs. 2d. at Ipswich, and 4s. 7d. at Norwich, Bristol, Dorchéster, Lincoln, 
Hull and Neweastle. The difference in price is so great that we can 
imagine farmers altering the destination of their cattle on the strength 
of these reports. If they did so, however, they would probably meet 
with disappointment. ‘The reports are correct enough, but they refer to 
quite different classes of beef, although described as of the same breed. 
It is all a question of condition. At Ipswich there were some thoroughly 
ripe beasts, fairly good ones at Norwich, Bristol, ete., but only halt-fat 
yrass-fed cattle at the others. It simply means about £5 per head 
increase in value for finishing at a cost of about 35s. for cake. 

The value of a choice breed is always accentuated in times of 
depression, and now that mutton is at a discount and many heavy wether 
sheep are only worth 6d. per Ib. and good Hampshires 7}d., we 
see Sussex Downs at Chichester making gd. Not even the vaunted 
Scotch half-breds and Cheviots are now within td. per Ib. of the 
value of the Southdown, and seeing how many of this breed can 
be run per acre, it is marvellous that they are not more popular as a 
farmer's sheep.

Eidothea (own 
sister to Merman), covered by Isinglass, with a filly foal by 
Matchmaker, and Handmaid, a Hampton mare, are sent up with 
several others by Mr. James Russel; and Mr. Percy Heaton is 
going to sell that grandly-bred mare, Rose Macdonald (dam of 
Saxham), with the colt foal by Persimmon, a January foal, and 
due to foal to Velocity in January next. From Mr. C. J. 
Gibson's stud come five mares, two filly foals and three stallions, 
and it will be noted that the mares are all covered by that good 
sire Perivord, by whom, too, are both the filly foals.

He stands just halt- 
an-inch under 16h., measures Sin. below the knee and has a girth 
of 5ft. 6in. He won ten out of the twenty-six races in which he 
took part, and owes the credit and renown which have come to 
him as the sire of Signorinetta to the fact that her owner 
and breeder, the Chevalier Ginistrelli, believed that her 
dam Signorina had conceived a special and quite singular 
affection for him. ‘Thirty-three and a-half, to be exact, 
races stand to the credit of the 19 winning stock of 
Desmond, who fills the seventh place among the sires of the 
season, and the result of their efforts has been the amassing a 
total of £12,291 17s. Of this that fine stayer The White 
Knight has earned £5,000, the four year old filly Maya has 
contributed £1,027 and £1,000 has been earned by the two 
year oid colt Grimmet. Desmond himself is a splendidly bred 
horse, by St. Simon out of L’Abbesse de Jouarre, family No. 16; 
he is a black horse and has been consistently successful as a sire. 
Eighth on the list comes Raeburn with £9,559 as representing the 
value of the thirty-one races won by his stock, among whom Pillo,

Roeberry, Kaflir Chief and Riverina have been good earners of 
money. Raeburn is by St. Simon out of Mowerina, family 
No. 7. He was foaled in 18go, and stands 16h. in height, with 
7{in. of bone below the knee, and a girth of just half an inch over 
ott. The famous Donovan was out of his dam, and Raeburn 
himself could lay claim to having beaten Isinglass in the 
Lancashire Plate. It is to the credit of Misselthrush, who fills 
the ninth place, that he is the sire of that good colt 
Liangwm, who has himself contributed £7,601 to the total 
of £9,493 standing to the credit of his sire. In all, twenty 
races have been won by one or another of the eleven winners 
claiming Misselthrush as their sire. Foaled in 1897, Misselthrush 
is by Orme out of Throstle, family No. (4). He is a brown horse 
of good class; and indeed he should be, for his sire won the 
Eclipse Stakes twice, the Middle Park Plate, the Dewhurst 
Plate and the Champion Stakes at Newmarket, and his dam has 
her name enrolled among the winners of the St. Leger Stakes. 
Many of us can well remember what a beautiful horse was Eager, 
who comes tenth in order among the winning sires, with eighteen 
sons or daughters who have between them won races amounting 
to £9,429. Among them is Electra, who is probably the best two 
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year old filiy of the year, although her actual winnings amount to 
only £3,311. Eager himself was possessed of a brilliant turn of 
speed, much of which he transmits to his stock. He was got by 
Enthusiast out of Greebe, of the No. 1 family, and was foaled 
in 1894. 

So far as we have gone, the ten leading sires of the season 
have been accounted for, and it will be noticed that of them 
four are by St. Simon, while gallant old Gallinule has done well 
for the male line of the house of Isonomy.

SOME SPORTING BOOKS. 


NDER the title of “Hunts with Jorrocks” (Hodder 
and Stoughton), a collection has been made of the 
hunts in Handley Cross. The book is illustrated by 
Mr. G. Denholm Armour. In the introduction it is 
frankly stated that Surtees created the great character 

of Mr. Jorrocks, and Mr. Leech ably translated the hero into 
pictorial form. So true is the latter 
statement, that Leech in the popular 
mind has. become to Jorrocks what 
Cruickshank was to Pickwick; that is, 
picture and letterpress are indissolubly 
associated. If, however, anyone be 
capable of giving us a new Jorrocks, 
it is surely Mr. Armour, with 
whose hunting sketches in Punch we 
are so familiar. He has succeeded 
in drawing number of highly 
amusing pictures which are repro- 
duced in the best style of the 
publishers above - named, and we 
can scarcely imagine a more de- 
lightful Christmas present than this 
collection of “ Hunts with Jorrocks.”’ 
The text is as amusing to-day as it 
was in 1854, when //andley Cross was 
first published, and Mr. Armour 
has been most successful in reproduc- 
ing the spirit of those jolly old days. 
Yet the style of the humour is very 
unlike the style of that which prevails 
to-day. Even the dialogue points to 
certain changes that have taken place.

They are much more likely to be carried 
away by the fun and the laughter, and to forget any serious 
intention with which they set out. 

Old Sporting Prints (the extra number of the Connoisseur Maga- 
ine), by Ralph Nevill,is a work chiefly designed for the collector, 
but itis so beautiful in itself that it would make a very acceptable 
present to those who are only interested in the pictures. The sort 
of print chiefly dealt with has become familiar to most of us from 
being exhibited on the walls of the best class of old-fashioned 
hotels. Most of them belong to the eighteenth and early nine- 
teenth centuries. They may be divided into a number of classes. 


WIRE AND 


URING the last week in November three accidents in 
the hunting-field were occasioned by wire concealed 
in the fences, notably that which befell Mr. Foster- 
Harter with the Cotswold Hounds last Saturday, 
and that of which Major Richards was the victim at 

Haselton on the same day. I very year the larger number of 
serious mishaps to riders are occasioned by wire. The 
danger lies not in the use of wire as tencing, but in its 
employment to mend fences or block gaps, or when wire is 
used to guard a hedge from cattle. If aman chose to cut down 
his hedges and protect his fields with wire or iron fencing, 
we might regret the facet, but we could not say that 
the farmer or landowner who did this was setting traps for his 
neiyhbours. In process of time we should, as our fellow- 
countrymen in New Zealand have already done, teach our horses 
to jump the wire fences. .\ New Zealand sportsman told me 
that he thought (after an experience of riding over the Midlands) 
he rather preferred the wire fences of his own country. We 
might, perhaps, come to write of a “good honest wire fence.” 
At all events, we can see what there is on the other 
side of it. Such open undisguised fences are ugly but 
not dangerous. I have only known, so far, one English 
horse that could) be trusted to jump them. Then, if a 
farmer chooses to guard his fences with wire strand stretched 
through posts placed about aft. or 3ft. from the fence, again we 
may not like it, but we have no reason to complain. The 
larmer is clearly perfectly justified in doing what he thinks best 
for his own interests. Wire fencing used in this way is said to 
be cheaper than ordinary hedges and ditches. | have strong 
doubts whether this so, and whether well-made 
fence is not, at all events in a rich soil like that of Leicester- 
shire, where the hedges grow thick and = strong, a more 
effectual, safer and in the long run cheaper way of keeping 
cattle or sheep in or out of a field. Certainly | have not 
noticed a great increase in wire to protect the fences in those 
countries where the labourers have the skill to cut and lay the 
hedges and keep the ditches clear. | am also bound to remark 
that, while | should not say that wire fencing was the sign of a 
bad farmer, the best and most successful men | have known do 
not use it. In any case, the use of wire as fencing, or as a guard 
to fencing, gives us no just cause of complaint. But with regard 
to stray bits of wire used to mend gaps, or single strands run 
through a hedge or along the top of a post and rails, or close to 
the ground on the banks of a brook, [ think we may fairly 
say that such employment of wire cannot be justified at all 
events in a hunting country. As long as hunting exists it is 
a fact to be reckoned with, and the man who makes no objection 
to the Hunt crossing his land and yet sets traps in his fences is 
certainly partly responsible for the accidents which may occur. 
As a matter of fact, in nine out of ten of the cases where 
dangerous wire is found in a fence there is no malicious purpose ; 
it is there simply from carelessness or slovenliness. Nor is it by 
any means always the fault of the farmer. The landowner 
or his agent is to blame, for it is, curiously, generally on badly 
managed and impoverished estates that these traps are found. 
lhe excuse which the man who mends the gap under the tree 
makes to himself is that * hounds seldom come that way.” This 
may be true; but once is enough for an accident to happen, and 
the wire in the gap is sure to catch its victim if they do run 
thither. | remember on one occasion riding into a field in time 
to see hounds disappearing through a very black, overgrown 
and uninviting-looking hedge. The thing to do under such 
circumstances is to make for a_ tree. and a_ closer 
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There are first the racing prints, which bring before us old Derly 
winners, races like that at York in August, 1804, or the Ascot Heath 
races. Then there are the hunting pictures, perhaps the most 
familiar of all—the meets and checks, jumps and tumbles, we 
know them all. Then we have the stage-coach pictures, many 
of which have far more than a collector’s interest. The artist 
loved to show the stage-coach in a snowstorm, and in the 
early part of last century they seemed to have been accustomed 
to very severe storms indeed, as may be seen from the picture 
of the Holyhead and Chester mails near Dunstable, in which 
the horses are to be seen buried in the drift and the coachman, 
hurled from his box, has only his head above the snow. Of the 
Liverpool mail there is a fine picture that must have been done to 
illustrate a snowstorm of equal severity. Subsidiary to these, 
but not a whit less interesting, are the cock-fighting pictures. 
We should have imagined that more of this sort would have 
found a place in the volume. For the benefit of the collector, a 
list has been drawn up of the exceptionally attractive prints, and 
a record given of the principal sporting prints sold by auction

inspection should reveal a place under the ttee through 
which a clever horse could creep. Unluckily, the place 
was blocked with a bit of telegraph wire, the only wire in the 
fence. But there it was, and we went head over heels into the 
next field; the falling was soft and no harm was done. The 
farmer, who was a neighbour of mine, was very apologetic and 
genuinely grieved. ‘Who'd have thought, sir, of your choosing 
that place?”’ I told him why and he promised never to mend a 
gap with wire again. But carelessness, thoughtlessness, or the 
mere willingness to take the chance of hounds coming that way 
have been the cause of many serious and some fatal accidents 
There are, however, cases where the thoughtlessness o1 
carelessness approaches malice or criminal indifference t 
the sufferings of man and beast. I think nothing can excuse 
strands of barbed wire placed along the top of a gate or an 
inch or two above the top of a post and rails. Here the decep- 
tion is almost inevitable. <A rider sees a post and rails, a 
perfectly legitimate fence, and rides at it. One lady | know was 
all but killed in this way; another had a horse cut to pieces. 
Against this sort of trap no one can guard, and as long as 
hunting exists those who lay them cannot be justified. Ol 
course, it may be said that either the farmer or the Hunt 
might mark the dangerous places. This is done to a certain 
extent in some countries and very largely in others. But great 
as are the dangers of wire fencing in its more invidious forms, | 
would never willingly be party to marking a single strand ol 
wire. Wherever it has been done wire has increased. The 
farmer eases his conscience with the thought “ that no one need 
come to griet, except of his own fault.” Anything is better than 
this, for wire so marked is soon taken as a matter of course 
and increases widely. What then can we do? In the first place, 
a great deal, perhaps almost everything, depends on the resident 
landlords. If they hunt and do not wish for wire on their 
property there will be very little. The better the management 
of the estate, and the more cordial the feeling between the land- 
iord and his tenants, the more readily will the wire come down. 
| know two estates which have been entirely freed from wire 
through the influenc: of the landlord. A tenant must be very 
much at odds with his landlord, or a very ill-conditioned 
person, if he does not wish that the landlord should live 
in the big house and find his pleasure on the land. All 
the interests and many of the amusements of the farmer 
depend on the help and support of the resident gentlefolks. 
The cricket, the point-to-point races, the local show, in 
fact, a great part of the lighter side of a farmer's life, depend 
on there being one or two or more residents with some means 
and leisure. The big houses employ and attract labour, and 
where there are no such houses labour is scarce and inferior, life 
is duller and rates are higher in proportion. In fashionable 
hunting countries the direct value of hunting to the country-sides 
depends greatly on the people who take houses. The man who 
hunts to ride naturally avoids those countries where he cannot 
ride, and it happens that a great deal of wealth is on the side of 
hard riders across country. ‘ What is the uth,” lisped Lord 
Alvanley, “of giving thix hundred guineath for a horth if he 
can't jump bigger than other people’s horthes?” and the Alvanley 
type of hunting-man is not extinct by any means. Young blood 
with pluck, judgment and money still buys expensive horses 
and rides them straight over a country. If the country were 
unrideable they would soon cease to come there. But where the 
landlords are unable, or unwilling, or where there are only 
comparatively small landowners, the case is altered. Here the 
Hunt must step in and offer to bear the expense of taking down

Nall the more serious magazines of the month it was to” be 
expected that some attempt would be made to lift the veil that 
hides the true nature of the recent friction between Germany 
and Great Britain In the Nineteenth Century the task 
is allotted to Mr. J. Bashford, who writes at length 
but without shedding much light. His discourse resolves itself 

into a somewhat querulous complaint that the building of so many ships 
in Germany is causing us a great deal of expense in keeping in front 
of the German programme. His exact words are: “ As we are bound 
from the very conditions of our existence to strengthen our naval 
armaments proportion as our neighbours and other countries 
strengthen theirs, we resent what we consider to be the thrusting 
of unnecessary expenditure upon us.” If those are right who contend 
that the true attitude of Germany is one of aggression, coupled with the 
adoption of an eadermir policy as applied to Great Britain, the con 
clusion ts inevitable that Mr. Bashford’s argument is both futile and 
mischievous. It may be here remarked that Mr. Archibald Hurd pipes 
very much to the same tune in the /orta‘gh//y, in his article called 
“The Policy of the ‘Clean Slate’ Towards Germany.” His principal 
business is to compare the Navies of the two countric s,and he is anxious 
at the same time to divorce naval from general foreign policy. In the 
Nineteenth Century Sit Edmund ©, Cox writes gloomily about the unrest 
in India. Tle says: “Hatred, suspicion, mistrust, these are the feelings 
which are to-day the most pronounced on the part of the Indians 
towards the ruling race.  Unsecrupulous agitators scour the country 
and do their utmost to spread their pestilential opinions. They do not 
hesitate to tell their credulous listeners that Government deliberately 
spreads plague in order to bring about a decrease in population, and 
that the virus of the fell disease is carefully instilled in the wells for the 
furtherance of this amiable purpose. Cholera and small-pox are equally 
employed as vehicles for the same vile end; and in the case of the 
latter proofis obvious from the operation which Government denominates 
vaccmmation | Sugar and flour for sale in the bazaars are impregnated 
with the blood of hulle ksin order that the high-caste vegetarian Hindoos 
may be defiled. ‘The employment of compressed paper tablets in the 
shape of coins, wherewith to teach school children to count, is sufficient 
proof that the powers that be intend to withdraw all metal coin from 
circulation, and issue tokens of leather and pig-skin in order that the 
religion of both Mahometans and Hindoos may be destroyed.” And the 


most that he can say in comfort is to be found in the last’ paragraph of 


his article: “Our enemies in India are many ; our real frends on whom 
we can rely in case of need are not so many. The articulate voice of 
India that, not without some justice, claims to represent the majority, 
emphatically records its conviction that we ought to leave the 
Indians to themselves and depart bag and baggage. Let this fact 
be recognised ; let the converse be also recognised, that our rule, in 
spite of mistakes, is on the whole a just and beneticent rule, and that its 
supersession would only result in untold misery to millions and millions 
of people who live happily under its segis, and that we have not the 
slightest intention of repudiating the responsibilities which under 
Providence constitute our most sacred charge.” Sir Henry Blake writes 
a well-informed article on “The Rule ot the Empress- Dowager,” and 
Woman Suffrage, Temperance, the Bible and the Church and the New 
Irish Land Bill are other topics discussed in the number. We notice, 
however, that the Nineleeth Century now publishes some fourteen or 
fifteen articles a month, instead of the smaller number of more important 
communications which it had in earlier days, and one wonders if the 
change be an improvement or not. 

In the CornAi//, the most important article is the instalment of 


Mr. Luey’s “Sixty Years in the Wilderness.” In it he reproduces many 
valuable notes concerning Mr. Chamberlain, Here is an example:

At all events, as long as fences are deliberately 
broken down, there is a direct provocation to put up wire, and 
it is most desirable that Masters and secretaries should note this 
practice, which is of everyday occurrence, but none the less an 
unjustifiable abuse of the privilege of riding over the land. X.

Mr. Rudyard Kipling, in the Hall at Trinity College, Cambridge, on 
the evening of the day when the University made him a_ Doctor 
of Laws.” 

The article that will be eagerly read in the /ortaighi/y is Mr. Walter 
Sickert’s on “The New Life of Whistler.” There is a great deal of 
covert hitting in it, and to those who know the discussions to which 
Mr. and Mrs. Pennell’s work has given rise, no doubt this will be the 
cause of an increased interest. “I am altogether at variance with 
every one of the three bicggraphers of Whistler in’ my view of the 
course that was run by Whistler’s talent as a painter,’ is a sentence 
that will help to give a clue to Mr. Sickert’s standpoint. His idea 
is that the painter was as much lost in’ London as Grace, the 
cricketer, would have been if in his twenty-fifth year he had been 
settled at Arles or Tours. But he ends with a very fine tribute to 
Whistler: “The diary of the painter’s mother depicts the child the 
same as was the man I knew. Sunny, courageous, handsome, 
soigné, Entertaining, sev7rab/e gracious, good-natured, easy-going. 
A charmeur and a dandy, with a passion for work. A heart that 
was ever lifted up by its courage and genius. A beacon of light and 
happiness to everyone who was privileged to come within its comforting 
and brightening rays. If, as it seems to me, humanity is composed but 
of two categornes, the invalids and the nurses, Whistler was certainly 
one of the nurses.” The rest of the number is not stimulating. 

The Christmas Number of the »sfrand JJagasine is, as usual, an 
immense and interesting production. ‘The main feature is the beginning 
of the new story by Mr. Hall Caine, with illustrations by R. Caton 
Woodville, which ought to be entirely in keeping with the taste of the 
readers of this magazine.

No pack has come more into notice of late years than the 
Cattistock. The country has twice before in the course of its 
history been hunted over by notable packs of hounds, Lord 
Poltimore’s and Mr. Chandos Pole’s. ‘These packs were, how- 
ever, sold out of the country and we are not directly concerned 
with them at present. The Cattistock hounds of to-day are 
the result of the judgment of the present Master, the Kev. 
kk. A. Milne and his kennel huntsman, Medecalf. Many men 
can ride well to hounds, fewer can hunt them, but only a very 
small number can really make a pack. For the man who 
endeavours to build up a pack of foxhounds must, I think, be 
able to handle them in the field, since in the foxhound, not 
only the perfection of symmetry which 
wins at Peterborough is desired, but 
also those working qualities which are 
partly inherited and partly acquired. 
The foxhound inherits the aptitude for, 
but not the metheds of, the chase, and the 
puppy living under the same conditions 
as his parents develops the same 
qualities as his forbears. Each hound 
is, however, both an individual and the 
member of a tamily, and brings to his 
work greater or less intelligence, con- 
stitution and temper in each case. 
The making of a pack of hounds is 
thus a_ threefold process. Virst, the 
huntsman chooses those hounds to mate 
together which his own experience 
tells him are likely to produce working 
hounds of a good make and shape ; 
then he handles them in the field, 
watching closely the work they do and 
the faults they commit. He forms his 
own conclusion, and takes into his pack 
or drafts the young hounds he has bred. 
He knows that old hounds in their work 
help greatly to form his pack ; some young 
hounds learn perhaps two-thirds of thei 
work from seeing and imitating the older 
ones in the chase. It is, of course, the 
work of hounds that is the real test of 
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W. A. Rouch. 


have followed the studies of 
hounds in these pages, or who 
have watched carefully the packs 
of hounds with which they them- 
selves hunt, will agree, that, 
as a general rule, good looks 
and sound work go together. But 
there is another test of a pack 
of hounds. We may assume that 
the best will be kept at home. 
li, then, those hounds which 
are parted with are found to be 
among the most useful in their 
new countries, we may be 
assured that the standard of the 
home kennel is a high one. 
Judged by these standards the 
Cattuistock takes a high place. 
That the hounds are good to look 
at the photographs that illustrate 
this article are the best witness. 
\ll who have seen them in the 
heldare agreed that as a working 
pack they have few superiors. 
Drive, perseverance, music and 
low-scenting qualities are points 
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we notice at once. For carrying a line down 
a road they are remarkable. | have had the 
luck to see them in every partof their country, 
and, as it happens, more often than not with 
only a moderate scent. The Cattistock is a 
varied country, and, on the whole, it carries 
a serving scent. The little strip of the 
Blackmore Vale which often leads hounds 
over the border into the delightful territory 
of the hunt of that name, is favourable to 
hounds on the whole, though the strong 
hedges might hold back hounds less eager to 
fly their fences than are the Cattistock. 
They seldom trouble to smeuse. The 
rolling downs of chalk on the western 
side carry a scent in wet weather, and 
the vale beiow nearly always. The 
coverts are of moderate size, and there 
is littke woodland hunting. the 
other hand, hounds which are always 
running from a rich vale on to chalk hills 
must be met by a changing scent, and that, 
under these circumstances, hounds not only 
run, but run on, must be put down 
among their good qualities. Round Cerne 
there are flints, and almost everywhere 
there are stiff hills. We shall then look 
for necks and shoulders, back «and loins, 
in this pack, and, above all, for good 
feet; nor shall we be disappointed. The 
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Cattistock hunts five and six days a 
week, and is divided into the mixed 
pack, the big bitch. pack and the Little 
hitches. few little dogs with 
the last named. Of all the three packs 
the mixed pack is the one I like best, 
and | think it contains the pick of these 
excellent’ kennels. the first picture, 
that of the bitch pack, we catch at once the 
type of the kennel, and glancing up over 
the railing, a glimpse of the country they 
hunt over. Next | wish to draw the atten- 
tion of readers to the portraits of Diligent 
and Swallow, both useful matrons and 
both notable in their work. Only the very 
day before writing this did I see Diligent, 
true to her name, again and again picking 
out the line of the fox over a bit of sticky 
plough. Swallow, too, is one we look to 
to set us right when difficulties have to be 
solved, and yet to lead the pack when hounds 
are racing. Active and Drollery, from Mr. 
Wroughton’s famous pack, are bitches that 
any kennel might be proud of, and the 
former was leading several times in a hunt 
after a fox when the scent was poor. 
Active’s bone and feet as well as her depth 
may be noted as characteristic of the type 
of big bitch favoured by the Masters of the 
Cattistock. There is no hound in the 
pack that delights me more than 
Stately, a daughter of Belvoir Carnival 
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and Songstress. This latter, the dam of Stately, 
is beautifully bred, by \WWarwickshire Tuner, by Tuscan, 
by Talisman out of Skiiful, by Lord Portman’s 
Cromwell, a noted hound in his day. Thus Stately is 
a blend of three lines of working blood—Belvoir, 
Warwickshire, Lord Portman’s. She is a bold and 
untiring worker, with great pace in her casts, has plenty 
of intelligence in her beautiful head and all the rare 
quality of her race. In the portrait of Deputy we see 
a second step in breeding a pack. Deputy is a hound 
of great bone carried right down, feet which are of 
the best, and a fine neck and shoulders. He has already 
proved himself to be as valuable a stallion hound as 
he is excellent in his work. Another hound, a litter 
brother to Swallow, is Sapper. This dog has done a 
vreat deal of good in the Cattistock, and also to other 
packs; seven couple of his sons and daughters are 
still in the pack, and there are one or two more 
than useful stallion hounds among them. Sapper is 
in every respect a typical foxhound, and has a hard, 
resolute look about his wise old head, which ts fully 
borne out by his work im the field. ile has also a 
fine note which is only for a fox. Now we come to 
the champion hound of the West of England Show 
at lxeter, who is, perhaps, the best-looking in the 
kennel. This is Patrick. He ts a distinctively marked 
hound, easy to pick out, and the worthy son ot his sire, 
the Milton Donovan, the Veterborough Champion of 
the year 1go8. Belonging to this year’s entry, which 
was a remarkably good one, and of which the judges 
at the puppy show said that it was the best they had 
seen this season, Patrick, when he had yet hardly 
recovered from distemper, won the Champion Cup 
at with the Duke of Beaufort among the 
judges. | had the luck to see this hound when he 
came in from walk full of bloom. As he grows up 
and fills ont he will be a grand hound. Patrick has 
entered well to his work. There is a point which 
must be discussed in any account of the Cattistock 
hounds, and that is the use made of Lord Rothschild’s 
blood. It has been argued that this latter pack, though 
admittedly bred trom the choicest foxhound lines, are 
kept and used tor stag, that staghounds do not draw 
for their game, and that, the scent of the red deer 
being so enduring and so sweet, foxhounds so employed 
lose their drive. In hunting a stag, each hound 
can have the scent; with a fox, only those in the front 
can enjoy it, and, therefore, hounds must fling 
and drive for the line. A staghound behind kas nothing 
to gain by drive, a foxhound in the same _ position 
everything. Lastly, staghounds are not allowed to 
break up their quarry. ‘Therefore it is said that hounds 
bred from a pack which hunt the stag are likely to lose 
their keenness in drawing, their resolution and drive in 
pursuit and their eagerness at the finish of arun. But 
even if these things happened with hounds with so- 
called staghound blood in their veins, of which there 
is no proof, it would take several generations at least 
to breed out the qualities of drive, drawing and music. 
We must suppose, moreover, that the acquired quali- 
ties we value so much in foxhounds are inherited. 
foxhound inherits physical capabilities well 
as intelligence and aptitude, or the lack of them, 
for learning his work from his ancestors. Placed in 
favourable circumstances, well trained, with — the 
example of good old hounds before him, being in sound 
health and fit to go, the hound will acquire all the 
qualities of first-rate foxhound, whether his 
immediate parents hunted stag, hare or fox. In the 
case of the Cattistock their coverts swarm’ with 
roedeer, and in some parts there are red stags and 
fallow bucks, yet I never saw a pack steadier from 
riot. In Sapper, Deputy, Diligent and Swallow 
there is only one generation of staghound blood, and 
then we get back to the purest lines of Warwickshire 
and Belvoir blood. Since writing the above the new 
bitch pack has had some quite extraordinary sport, 
as recorded in * O’er Field and Furrow.” 

No account of a visit to the Cattistock Hounds 
would be complete without a word on the beautiful 
bitches and promising puppies from Mr. Wrouglhton’s 
famous kennels now at Cattistock.

A building had been in 
existence on the present site as far back as May, 1332, as the 
records tell us that John Walrond had a licence tor his oratory 
there at that date. The earliest parts of the present building 
date from the sixteenth century, the remainder having been 
erected probably in the reigns of Elizabeth and James I. It 


has bees conjectured that the words * Vivat E. Rex,” on the 
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nerth wall, may record the completion of the second house of 
Bradfield on the accession of Edward VI The dates 1592 and 
1ho4 are to be seen elsewhere on the building. In 1860 the 
late Sir John Walrond, with the assistance of a good architect, 
reproduced many of the original features. It 1s melancholy to 
reflect that such a beautiful place should be at the mercy of fire. 
Yet we know that in the past fire has devoured many structures 
that were equally precious and equally beautiful—many, 
too, of which no record whatever has remained, save the 
incidental remarks made by the casual visitor, at a time 
when the value of what was old was not so keenly apprehended 
as it is to-day. Were a house like Bradfield to be 
destroyed now, there is at least this small piece of comfort 
remaining, that what is most precious and beautiful has been 
pictured with all the fidelity of which the camera is capable. 
If the interior and exterior of the houses of England standing, 
say, at the beginning of the eighteenth century had been illus- 
trated in a similar manner, the book in which they were recorded 
would now be worth many times its weight in gold.

The Sap Fare or a Warrus, 


PEAVY days ago the Zoological Society were fortunate 
enough to secure a pair of young walruses, the first 

Which have been exhibited at the Gardens for many 

years. Unfortu 

nately, however, 

only one now remats, 
its companion having 
drowned itself! The sur- 
vivor,on Sunday afternoon, 
though looking a little 
lonely, seemed in good 
health; but those who wish 
to see one of these most 
remarkable animals “in the 
flesh) * should take an early 
opportunity of doing so in 
case of accidents It has 
been placed the Sea 
Lions’ pond, but “the 
Carpenter" vanished after 
having erected a wooden 
fence to keep out the ever- 
restless occupants of this 
now famous addition to the 
Gardens. So placed, one 
has a splendid opportunity 
of comparing the newcomer 
with his near relatives. 
One of the most obvious 
differences which such a 
comparison brings out is 
the shape of the head, 
Yhis, in the walrus, 1s un- 
questionably ugly, having 
an extremely short muzzle, 
recalling that of the bull 
dog, and great wide nostrils, 
while in the sea-lion the 
muzzle is delicately chisel 
led. The mass of coarse 
bristles which beset the 
upper hp add still more to 
the ungainly appearance of 
the walrus head. In the 
sea-lion, again, the eyes 
are of great size, and ears 
are represented by short 
stumps looking hke ears 
which have been all but 
cropped off; 1m the walrus 
the eyes are small and ears 
are absent. In the matter 
of bodily shape, again, the 
sea-lion is more favoured, 


for it is abundantly A BEREAVED 


clothed, so that, when just 

emerging from the water, the animal has the appearance of 
an animated bronze model. The body of the walrus is but 
sparsely covered witha reddish hair, while under the skin lies 
a mass of fat so thick that the hide is thrown into great gnarled, 
bark-like wrinkles, .\ further peculiarity is noticeable, in that 
the creature seems to have grown bald before its time, since on 
the crown of the head are two spots where the bare black 
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skin comes to the surface. In the matter of limbs and lack 
of tail the walrus and the sea-lion are alike, save that the 
flippers of the last named are far longer. One can, perhaps, 
interpret the smallness of the eyes by referring to the 
creature’s teeth, which, in their way, are unique among 
living animals. And this because the canines of the upper 
jaw are of enormous size, while all the rest of the teeth 
are extremely degenerate in character and few in number. In 
the adult only a tew peg-like stumps remin. Obviously, then, 
this creature, smail-eyed, short of limb and stump-toothed, must 
seek its daily bread after a fashion quite different from that of its 
cousin, which is evidently clipper-built. And so it is, for the 
walrus cin feed in leisurely fashion; if not on oysters, as in the 
classical feast shared with the Carpenter, at least on sheil-fish 
searcely less toothsome. The juicy molluscs are torn from their 
comfortable beds by the ruthless tusks, crushed to pulp and 
swallowed. As to the precise method of feeding much may be 
learned if the animal now in the Zoo thrives. We had the pleasure 
of seeing the creature partake of a lunch of fish-roes; these 
were gently inserted between the lips by the keeper, when they 
quickly disappeared with a most luscious sucking sound. It is 
supposed that the animal in a wild state reduces the captured 
shell-fish to pulp by the aid of tongue and teeth, and then rejects 
the comminuted shell. Later on the authorities at the Gardens 
may put this to the test by offering their illustrious captive 
fat “blue points,” clams and other delicacies! At present the 
little walrus—-he is just over 5ft. long—lacks the tusks which 
are the hall-mark of his tribe. Should he live, by the time these 
appear he will lack the hair, which even now is barely sufficient 
to conceal his skin. He will then need a pond to himself, for 
an adult walrus attains a 
length ofabout trft.and the 
corpulence of an elephant !

Quite unexpectelly, a 
day or two ago, the Polar 
bear at the Zoo gave birth 
toa healthy pup, but un- 
iortunately she could not 
be induced to nurse it. 
A box filled with clean 
straw was prepared, and 
in this the little stranger 
was placed, But the 
mother immediately 
removed it placed 
it on the cold stones 
outside, nor was she very 
gentle in her fashion of 
dealing with her offspring. 
A dog was then requi- 
sitioned to. play the pait 
of foster mother, and for 
afew hours all went 
well. By some mischance, 
however, she killed her 
charge, and thus, lor some 
months, all hope of seeing 
a baby Polar bear at the 
Zoo must be abandoned. 
The behaviour of the 
mother must not be attri- 
buted to viciousness, or 
even stupidity, but rather 
to the lack of the environ- 
ment appropriate to the 
occasion. The nursing in- 
stinct is robbed of its 
normal associations, and 
hence the mother’s inability 
to fulfil her natural fune- 
tions. The maternal duties 
among the lower animals, 
at any rate, are instinctive ; 
and when the chain of 
events the normal 
sequence is broken the 
mother is unable to 
adapt herself to the un- 
toward conditions imposed 
by captivity. In a wild 
state the Polar bear brings forth her young while buried deep 
in the snow, and there for moaths she remains fasting, or 
nearly so, her only food being the excretions of her 
young. When at last she emerges with her offspring, she is 
reduced to a mere skeleton, but rapidly recovers flesh and fat, 
the latter serving as a reserve store of food during her next 
strange incarceration.

PHeE PROGRESS OF THE COMMERCIAL MOTOR, 

Some interesting figures were given in the course of a paper read 
last week at the R.A.C. by Mr. E. Shrapnell Smith on “ Twelve Years’ 
Progress in the Application of Commercial Motors.” -He quoted in the 
first instance the tabulated results of replies received from 342 users 
of commercial vehicles. Brewers, brick-makers, carriers, market 


gardeners, fruit-growers, millers and = quarry-owners, among others, 
figured on the list, and the number of vehicles which they now 


have in use amount to 1,293. Only eight owners out of the 
342 gave adverse opinions and expressed regret at having spent 
money on motor-vehicles, or otherwise conveyed an intimation of 
dissatisfaction. It may be noted that out of 
the 342 replies 34 were from carriers, owning 
no fewer than 234 vehicles, and 31 from 
brewers owning 113, while 37 millers owned 77 
vehicles. ‘The least satisfactory feature of the 
list would seem to be the fact that only 15 
market gardeners fruit-growers are 
included, owning 21 vehicles ; but probably 
this does not indicate the limit of the use of 
commercial motors in this direction, as no 
doubt other fruit-growers, ete., send their pro 
duce by waggons not owned by themselves 
but by carriers. On the subject of motor- 
buses, Mr. Shrapnell Smith said that the total 
number in commission in the metropolis at 
the end of October was 1,089, as compared 
with 15 in 1g04. Heavy losses had been 
incurred, attributable to several causes, of 
which he quoted the following five: Excess 
of travelling facilities over public demand ; 
the cost of training drivers ; the absence ot 
experience on the part of the managements ; 
the excessive working hours, and in some 
cases unsuitable material, incorrect: gauging 
and bad fitting. It might be some con- 
solation to shareholders to know, however, 
he added, that matters were now vastly 
improved, and that there was every reason 
to believe that the original estimate of an 
inclusive working cost of tod. per mile 
would prove to be ample. Skidding and 
side-slipping difficulties had yet to be 
overcome, although improved driving hed 
greatly reduced the incidence of claims; 
but this was still the largest uncertain 
factor attaching to the business of

conveyance of His Majesty’s mails. There were now, he said, no fewer 
than sixty motor-vehicl¢s in use for that purpose. The service was practi- 
cally limited at present to the parcel mail, in respect of which the railway 
companies charged an all-round rate of o'55d. per |b., station to station. 
It was obvious that the Crown was paying a rate that admitted of huge 
economies, although the contention of the railway companies that the 
rate did not pay them in the case of odd parcels which had to be 
conveyed between points at opposite ends of the kingdom could not be 
overlooked, The next few years would unquestionably witness a very 
jarge development of the motor-mail, both in this country and in certain of 
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our Colonics, in the latter case in conjunction with passenger conveyance, 
The significant fact was mentioned that in the London-Brighton service, 
conducted by Thomas Tilling, Limited, only two journeys (119 miles) 
were lost out of a possible 1,008, aggregating 59,976 miles, or a mileage 
loss of 0°198 per cent. Onthe London-Hastings and London-Cambridge 
routes, contracted for by Milnes-Daimler, Limited, only seventy-two 
miles were lost out of a possible 46,264, or 0°155 per cent. Finally, 
Mr. Smith dealt with motor-cabs, remarking that few people realised 
that this type of vehicle had jumped into popularity in so short a 
period as twenty months. The total number of licences in force at the 
end of September was 2,273, as compared with ninety- 
six only at the beginning of last year. The practice in 
london was to pay the driver 25 per cent. of the registered 
takings, in addition to gratuities, out of which he had to 
pay for his own motor spirit. ‘This revolutionary change was 
proceeding apace, and the men appear to have accommodated 
themselves to the alterations with remarkable quickness. 
The proportion of former drivers of horsed cabs in the 
employment of the General Motor Cab Company was no 
less than 67 per cent., and, though the lecturer did not point 
the moral, these figures may usefully be noted by private 
car owners. If the drivers of hansoms and growlers can 
be taught to steer motor-cabs through the congested 
thoroughfares of the metropolis, country gentlemen need 
have no fear of training their own coachmen to drive 
ordinary cars on country roads. 
AEROPLANE PRIZEs. 

Inventors of all kinds have had to rely in the past for the 
most part upon their own enthusiasm to sustain them 
through the experimental stage. Unfortunately the hyper- 
sanguine temperament is often divorced from practicality, 
while, on the other hand, the mechanical mind 1s 
often destitute of imagination; and it is the right blending 
of the two qualities which produces the epoch - making 
machine. In the matter of encouragement, however, aero- 
planists are perhaps the most fortunate people in the history 
of the world. Prizes are being thrust before them on all 
hands, and immediate rewards, quite apart from the 
commercial issues involved, await the successful solvers of the 
problem of flight. Everyone knows, of course, of the colossal 
prize of £10,000 which is dangling before the eyes of 
aviators for the man who first succeeds in flying from London to 
Manchester with only two stops for supplies. Several small prizes are 
also available for the same event. Then the Dad/y AZai/ has a further 
offer of £500 for the crossing of the Channel. The array of prizes of 
100,000fr., or £4,000, is prodigal of itself. Firstly, there is the Grand 
Prix of the Aero Club of France ; the Michelin firm offers a like sum for 
a flight from Paris to Clermont-Ferrand, while similar sums will be 
forthcoming from the French Government, the town of Brescia and the 
Municipality of Monaco. Next in order comes the 70,000fr, offered by 
M. Deutsch de la Meurthe, while the firm of Pommery and Sons offers a

THE ARIEL PULLMAN, 


One of the most interesting bodies shown at Olympia was the 
530 h.p. Ariel Pullman which we illustrate herewith. ‘The body was built 
to a special design, and can be used in three different ways : in the first 
place as a completely-enclosed car, giving an equal amount of protection 
to every occupant ; secondly, as a double landaulet ; and thirdly, as an 
open touring car. ‘The internal fittings include tables, electric light, 
speaking-tube and speedometer. Some difficulty is generally experienced 
in fitting a body of this type toa chassis having a wheel-base of only 
roft., but in this case the difficulty has been overcome by the ingenuity 
of the coach-builder. The chassis is one of the latest 50 h.p. Ariel 
models with three-quarter elliptical springs at the rear. The engine has 
four cylinders, 155m.m. bore by 150m.m. stroke, and the lubrication is of 
the genuine forced type, in which a pump draws the oil from a sump in 
the crank-case and forces it through the bearings and up the connecting 
rods to the gudgeon pins. 

OLYMPIA THROUGH FRENCH SPECTACLES. 

Hundreds of people annually have gone over from this country to 
visit the Paris Salon de PAutomobile, and reams of matter have been 
written descriptive of the exhibits generally. ‘The Olympia Show, on the 
other hand, has not been deemed worthy by our Gallic neighbours of 
reciprocity, to any appreciable extent at all events. Matters of late, 
however, have altered in so many ways that it is no longer a 
case of “ Eclipse first and the rest nowhere,” and the Olympia Show 
is now a definite rival to the Salon. French makers are com- 
pelled to place their newest patterns before the English public at 
the earliest date, even at the expense of robbing their own show of 


the element of novelty. Also, they are compelled to recognise the 
fact that the British mdustry is every day becoming more capable of 
supplying home requiremhents in quality and quantity alike. Hence it : 


comes about that M. Paul Meyan, the editor of La France Automobile, 
an automobile weekly, has condescended to visit the Olympia Show and 
write a more or less cursory criticism of its general features. Naturally 
he regards things through French spectacles, and it is only reasonable 
that he should call attention to the large number of French cars which 
were on view and their excellences of design, workmanship and finish.

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For general simplicity of design M. Meyan would find it 
difficult to produce anything superior to the Vauxhall, nor 
anything to beat the Sheffield- Simplex for ingenuity and 
the display of special thought in respect of every part of 
the chassis; and there are plenty of other English cars 
of quality, each, moreover, having its own following. 
To use the word “repute” as synonymous with large 
output is the reverse of scientific. The quality of a 
mechanical product, whether good or bad, is inherent. A 
“Silent Knight” engine would be none the less good if a 
big company had not taken it up. Similarly, magneto ignition 
was superior to accumulators before it came into general use. 
Chain-driven cars were once universal; but the Renault 
back axle was not to be condemned several years ago when, 
and simply because, it stood alone. The true critic should 
be able to distinguish between good and bad apart from the 
question of numbers, for the minority of to-day raay be the 
majority of to-morrow ; and to speak of the “repute” of 
British cars was as infelicitous as it was gratuitous. 

M. Meyan has also unkind things to say about the 
bodies shown by British carriage-builders at the show. 
In his opinion they are heavier and less _ graceful

in the exhibits, than m previous years. The official figures nevertheless 
show that over £500 more was taken in gate-money than on the corre- 
sponding eight days of the 1907 show, which was open for twelve days 
in all, and that, though the gross number of people who passed the turn- 
stiles last year was slightly greater than was the case this year, this was 
due to the duplications consequent upon people running in and out for 
trial runs, which at the recent show were discountenanced. Nor can 
anyone who saw the show from day to day, and at all hours of the day, 
dispute the fact that more interest rather than less was shown in this 
year's exhibits. Not merely were there particular items of attraction 
like the new Daimler engine, the Sheffield-Simplex without the normal 
year-box, the Humphris gear, the Dolphin two-stroke motor, etc., which 
daily drew crowds from morn till eve, but there was such a high 
average of quality in the exhibits generally that stands could not be 
skipped as easily as of yore, and the visitor’s attention was always being 
drawn towards something that was meritorious. 

Discussing the English cars generally, M. Meyan describes them 
as complicated and lacking the simplicity of the French vehicles. He 
also states that there are only five English cars of repute, namely, the 
Siddeley, the Napier, the Humber, the Daimler and the Lanchester ! 
This is, of course, palpably ridiculous. Even if repute were a matter 
of quantity—which it is not—there is the Talbot car to be considered. 
As for quality, the Rolls-Royce can show a better record for an 
official performance than any car in the world. On behalf of the 
Austin car a challenge was issued to the whole French trade some 
time ago to pit anything against it they could produce, with an impartial 
jury to decide the issue. The challenge, however, was not accepted. 


however, he discounts his own contention by pointing 
out that the prices of the English bodies are 40 per cent. lower 
than the French. How, then, does he expect as much value in 
the one case as in the other? As a matter of fact, motor body- 
building has so much improved of late in this country, the attention 
of practically the whole carriage industry having now been directed 
thereto, that it may seriously be doubted whether at a given price the 
English body-builder could not produce an article of as good a quality 
as his French rival. At all events, the difference would be one of 
individual taste only, for beauty is in the eye of the beholder. Taken 
altogether, we think that M. Meyan has not been fair to the English 
exhibitors, either of cars or carriages. British visitors to the Salon have 
never depreciated French products through excess of patriotism, wherea 
the writer of the article in question appears to suffer throughout from 
trop de zéle on behalf of his compatriots. 


ECONOMY IN UPKEEP.

purchase of a cheap car, particularly if it is 
of a type that is turned out in large 
quantities, is always somewhat of a lottery. 
In such cases manufacturing costs are 
reduced to the lowest limit, and the parts 
are hurriedly assembled in the erecting 
shop and the chassis passed through to the 
carriage shops after a very perfunctory test 
on the road. It is, therefore, largely a 
matter of chance whether the finished 
car gives satisfaction and wears well, or 
proves a constant source of trouble and 
expense, and it is chiefly this want of care 
in the erecting and testing departments of 
some big factories which results in the 
conflicting reports as to the merits or 
demerits of certain popular makes. ‘The 
same thing is true, though in a less degree, 
of every maker, as there is probably no 
firm in existence that does not occasionally 
turn out a car which, for some reason that 
it may be impossible to explain, falls 
appreciably below its general average of 
merit. As a rule, however, it may be said 
that the more expensive the car, or the 
higher the reputation of the maker, the less 
chance is there of the purchaser being 
saddled with a vehicle which no care or skill 
in driving can keep out of the repairer’s 
hands, and in the case of, perhaps, a dozen 
first-rate firms the chance is too remote to 
be seriously considered.

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THE NEW STYLE AND THE

machine can seldom be driven “all out” for long stretches at a time, 
at any rate in this country. Brutal driving is as commonly met with 
in the case of big cars as small cars, and is probably more injurious than 
over-driving It consists in the clumsy manipulation of clutch and 
change-speed gear, unduly rapid acceleration of speed, the violent 
application of brakes, the wilful racing of the engine and all the other vices 
of the driver devoid of that sympathy for machinery which is born in the 
really first-rate mechanic, though it can generally be acquired by a 
man possessed of average common-sense. Some cars will stand 
this kind of  ill-treatment® longer than’ others, but) sooner or 
later the owner is faced by a heavy bill for repairs, and torth- 
with blames the maker or comes to the conclusion that motoring 
is a rumously expensive pastime. A case recently came to our 
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notice which illustrated in a striking 
manner how much depends on the 
driver. ‘Two cars by a first-class 
maker, and practically identical 
in every respect, were purchased 
in the same neighbourhood and 
run for a year, the total mileage 
being approximately the same in 
both cases. At the end of that 
period each owner decided on a 
veneral overhaul before com- 
mencing another season. In one 
case the bill for repairs was 
under £5, and the other 
nearly f£100. ‘The discrepancy 
was undoubtedly due to the fact 
that the first owner was a 
practical motorist who, as a 
general rule, drove his own car, 
while the second left everything 
to his man, who was notorious 
in the neighbourhood for his 
careless driving, and was  pro- 
bably equally careless the 
motor - house. ‘Ihe case was, 
perhaps, an extreme one, but it 
indicates the value of a steady 
and conscientious driver, who 
will treat his charge with con- 
sideration on the road and attend 
properly to its requirements at 
home as well. 

In regard to proper treatment 
in the garage, the most important 
matters are scrupulous cleanliness, 


OLD. minute attention to lubrication 


and the ability to recognise 

and remedy incipient defects. We 
doubt if one car in ten is kept as clean as it should be, and many 
owners who expect the strictest attention to be paid to the appear- 
ance of exterior varnish and piating never take the trouble to ascertain 
the condition of affairs beneath the bonnet and floor-boards. Cleanliness 
of the engine and transmission gear conduces to long life of the working 
parts and smooth running, and is also some indication that the internal 
economy of the car is receiving its due amount of attention and 
care. Lubrication is another matter which is seldom attended to 
in a thorough manner. Many drivers over-lubricate their engines but 
neglect every other part of the mechanism, and particularly the joints 
and bearings which are not readily accessible. ‘The result is looseness 
and rattle, which, as a rule, can only be cured by expensive repairs and 
replacements.

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defects opens up the much-vexed problem of the early 
training of the paid driver. It is, undoubtedly, an advantage 
to employ a really skilled mechanic provided that he also 
possesses the attributes of a private driver, as it is generally 
cheaper to have repairs done at home than to send the car 
to the maker or to a repair shop. On the other hand, a 
first-class fitter demands higher wages than the average 
owner is willing to pay, and if the car is carefully driven 
repairs on an important seale should very seldom be 
necessary. ‘The best compromise, therefore, appears to be 
the man who has spent a few months at the works and 
is competent to undertake small repairs and all ordinary 
adjustments, leaving matters of preater moment to. the 
makers, from whom, we may mention, it is as well for the 
owner to obtain a rough estimate when an overhaul is in 
contemplation, Generally speaking, we should say that a 
soundly built car carefully driven should need repairs 
whatever for the first 10,000 miles, and that no important 
parts should require replacement under at least double that 
distance. We recently saw a car dismantled which had run 
well over 40,000 miles without showing any serious signs of 
wear; but this record, though perhaps by no means excep 
tional, is one to which only cars constructed of the finest 
materials can be expected to attain 

Phe durability of the pneumatic tire depends very largely on the 
weight and speed of the car and the manner in which it is driven. 
Many of the causes which tend to rapid deterioration of the mechanism 
have an equally disastrous effect on the tires, Sudden braking, rapid 
acecleration, a tierce or clumsily-manipulated clutch, all impose unfair 
strains on the tire and shorten its life. Careful driving will, therefore, 
have an appreciable influence on the annual tire bill; but no driving, 
however careful in these respects, can entirely avoid the il effects of 
prolonged high speed, especially when the car is a heavy one. The cost 
of tires increases at an alarming rate with the speed and weight of the car, 
and the prospective purchaser should, therefore, bear the fact in mind 
when choosing his car. As ayeneral rule, a 15 to 20 h.p. car, weigh- 
ing fully loaded about 25ewt. or joewt, will not prove unduly extravagant 
in the matter of tires ; but double the horse-power and increase the weight 
by 50 per cent. and the item is likely to prove a very serious one indeed. 
fhe owner who is able to dispense with studded tires can effect a 
considerable saving, as the expense of running on non-skids is probably 
at least §5o per cent. more costly than is the case with plain covers, 
for the reason that studded covers cost more in the first instance 


and are less durable The life of plain covers, moreover, can be 
yreatly lengthened if they receive proper attention between the 
runs, Whereas non-skids are seldom capable of repair. The cause 


of a burst in the vast majority of cases is neglect of a cut in 
the tread, which admits damp and dirt to the inner fabric on 
which the strength of the tire depends. Rot is set up in the canvas, 
and the cover bursts when with a little care its useful life might 
have been prolonged for thousands of miles. Cuts in plain covers

The car can be converted into a twoeseater by rem ving the rear portion of the body, 


are easily repaired with the help of a small vulcaniser, and if drivers 
could be induced to take more trouble in this matter there is little 
doubt that it would result in a greatly reduced tire bill. We fancy that 
much good could also be done by introducing something in the nature of 
a premium system. It would be necessary in the first instance to arrive 
at a fair estimate of the distance a cover should ran with ordinary care. 
As an inducement to the driver to use more than ordinary care the owner 
might give him a bonus, which would vary according to the cost and 
average life of tires on the car in question, for every Yeo miles the 
tire lasted over and above the estimated distance. The system would 
be somewhat complicated by the use of retreaded tires or if covers were 
changed from back to front wheels or vice versd, but such difficulties 
could easily be overcome. ‘The underlying principle of giving the driver 
an incentive to keep down expenses is likely to react on other items as 
well as tires, and will therefore make for economy all round.

§ HE wisdom of ages, from the time when man first enlisted and 
trained horses for service, is summed up in the fact that the 
vocabulary of the most “horsey” and sporting of men contains 
no such phrase as “a second-hand horse.” Because a horse 
has been sold and bought and driven or ridden by different 

people, its value is in no way regarded as being disqualified or under- 
written.

On Safari: lig Game Hunting in: British East Africa, with Studies 

in Bird Life, wy Abel Chapman. Edward Arnold, 1908. 

N his very interesting records of sport in British East Africa, Mr. 
Chapman has utilised a title that is distinctive and that ts, at all 
events, new tous in kngland,and which in this respect differs from 
those of books of a similar nature which are commonly described 

as “expeditions.” “wanderings” or “adventures.” At the same time, Ov 
Safaré merely means a hunting expedition of three or four months

up-country, an expedition that is mobilised and equipped to take the field 
in any direction, whether for purposes of sport, trading or exploration. A 


“safari” includes native porters who carry the tents, cooking gear, 
stores, Commissariat and their own particular food, chiefly rice ; native 


police armed with rifles, who protect the camp night and day; 
cooks and their assistants; the hunters and their gun-bearers ; 
and a very important personage, the headman, who directs and 
maintains order among the natives who are employed on the expe- 
dition. The author tells us that in attempting a descriptive list of 
the birds of the regions visited he may have been too sanguine of 
success, but that the valuable assistance of friendly experts has 
encouraged him to include his rough ornithological notes, as “ they may 
prove useful to travellers, sportsmen and colonists, as well as to the lay 
bird-loving public—to all of whom the purely scientific works on the 
subject are utterly incomprehensible.” 
Though field notes on natural, bistory 
subjects, whether birds or animats, are 
always of the greatest interest and service 
when given to us by such a close and 
accurate observer as the author of this 
book, still we cannot see why scientific 
information should always be utterly incom- 
prehensible to sportsmen and _ travellers, 
many of whom study from a scientific point 
of view the fauna they encounter in their 
wanderings in distant and unknown reg.ons. 
Be this as it may, we must compliment the 
author on the notes on bird-life, which 
appear in the form of an appendix to his 
book, and consist of some thirty pages of 
descriptive matter. In these pages we 
find an admirable account of the plumage 
and habits of the numerous «species of 
birds that are residential or v sitors 
to British East Africa, properly classified 
and described by an expert ornithologist, 
such as is Mr. Chapman. The chapter 
on the protection of big game that pre- 
cedes the notes on birds is equally inter- 
esting and useful in its way. Mr. Chapman 
considers that the chief cause of the 
extinction of big game in all lands and at 
all times has been the use of the horse. 
a Riding down game and then shooting at 
from SKETOR by Autner. random into flying herds is certainly the 

worst of all barbarisms, if, that is, such 
exists, a manner 
of shooting that would surely tend to 
wound rather than to kill. The author would also, if he had his 
way, prohibit the use of repeating rifles on wild animals, as_ being 
military weapons and unfair in the field of sport! A somewhat Quixotic

of saving his life when charged by one of the dangerous carnivora. In 
his preface, Mr. Chapman writes that the works of Cornwallis Harris, 
Baldwin and Gordon Cumming fired his imagination as a boy. His 
affections were then transferred to the famous Colonel Peter Hawker, 
whose book on shooting fascinated him, and whose particular sport of 
wildfowling afloac our author learnt from this book and followed with 
the greatest ardour and energy for some five-and-twenty years. Then, 
after a quarter of a century of the pursuit of geese and ducks on 
the tidal estuaries, came at length to him his long-hoped-for 
opportunity of visiting the faraway veldt of South Africa, and in 
this country he landed m May, 1899, in those days of deep anxiety and 
unrest that shortly afterwards ended in war. At this time, though the 
elephant had disappeared, numerous splendid wild animals still roamed 
the broad bush-veldt, such as the superb sable and roan antelopes, the 
koodoo, tsesseby and brindled gnu, water-buck and many others. We 
read that though Mr. Chapman studied such fine creatures as these, and 
obtained specimens of most of them, he yet felt a sense of disappointment, 


for he considered 
that their condition ot 
wildness had perceptibly 
changed and that they 
were no longer purely 
pristine. For this reason 
he voyaged homewards 
rather feeling as if he 
had lived too late, and 
that the glorious 
scenes, as he puts it, 
described by old-time 
hunters and pioneers 
had vanished for ever 
from the face of the 
earth. These gloomy 
forebodings fortunately 
turned out baseless, as 
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AN ELEPHANT'S EAR, 


his later experiences have amply proved. 
Though South Africa no longer exists as 
a virgin hunting-field, yet such spectacles 
of wild life as fifty years since adorned its 
bush and plains, and, moxeover, every bit 
as rich and varied now as then, may yet be 
still enjoyed elsewhere in that vast con- 
tinent. It is not, however, writes Mr. 
Chapman, to the regions beyond the 
Zambesi that the hunter must now turn 
his attention, for he must travel far to the 
North, to the British territories that lie 
round the Equator. Here some of Nature’s 
wildest scenes, practically unchanged since 
the days of creation, and frequented by 
numerous wild animals and birds, such 
as the hunter and the naturalist delight 
to obtain and observe, may still be found. 
More than this, these new regions are far 
more accessible than South Africa ever 
was at its best, for they can be reached 
by ocean liner and railway train, the latter 
being of the greatest assistance, as the 
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Uvanda line now pierces for 600 miles the heart of Equatorial 
Africa It was the ease with which the author was able to” reach 
& pomt oof vantage by railway, from which to trek into the wilds 
of British East Africa, that suggested the expeditions of 1go04-1g06 
described On Safar. In this book, consisting of over joo 
pages, all manner of sporting incidents connected with successes, 
escapes, exploration and quest of natural history subjects, are set down 
in vivid detail, together with some 150 illustrations, the larger ones 
admirably depicting the hair-breadth and other adventures with savage 
animals experienced by the author and his companions, while the text 
cuts futhtully portray the most interesting of the birds and beasts seen 
o shot by them. In fact, the rifle and the pencil are almost equally in 
evidence in Mr. Chapman's book, a combination for which we cannot but 
be yrateful. We will now quote one out of the authors many very 
exciting adventures, which will, at the same time, give our readers 
an example of his style. He was seeking for a herd of elephants 
near Lake Solai, some twenty-five miles north-east of the Laikipia 
range, and news of their whereabouts had been brought ino camp. 

It was a clear chance, the chance maybe of a lifetime, and we seized it. 
Though personally ill and weak from fever we were in the saddle and 
away by daybreak. It was nearly noon when the rocky valley 
we were traversing opened out into a broad basin, and we saw our whice 
tents established at Solai. Thankfully we ordered lunch to be ready in 
half an hour, each meanwhile retiring to his tent for a warm bath and 


change. But during this half hour the crisis arrived. Within ten 
nuinutes an excited black head had pushed itself through the flap of my 
tent, exclaiming those magic words Tembo, ‘Tembo’ (elephants). 


Then from our tent doors we saw a memorable spectacle —across that 
lull-girt plain beyond, hard by the gleaming marsh, and not 800 yards 
away, marched forty elephants. Hastily we pulled on again our soaking 
raiment, and within a few minutes were away. . Upon arriving 
exactly opposite this point where we lay watching them, the column of 
elephants came toa halt and for several minutes stood there, evidently

inconsultation —it hardly seems an exagyeration to say 
Then they resumed their course, holding up the valley, while we 
followed, keeping level with them on our side of the marsh. — Presently 
they halted again and, after further conversation, apparently decided that 
the former spot was after all the more favourable to effect their passage 
of the marsh, for wheeling on their tracks, they marched back thither in 
column, and presently, with great deliberation, commenced to cross to 
We had meanwhile, for half an hour, enjoyed magnificent 
views of the whole troop, and had made out at least two first-rate bulls, 
one in particular inviting my attention by the splendid ivory he carried. 

The huge animals took the treacherous bog in column of six 
abreast, the two big bulls in the van, and their line extending an too yards 
to the rear, Surely a more stirring spectacle in wild hte was never 
presented to human eve Obviously the changed course of the 
elephants, now advancing directly upon us, had wholly altered the 
trategical situation Bevond a doubt we should, at this moment, have 
retreated to some pomt at which we should still retain control of 
operavions, By continuing to hold a false position, we presently lost all 
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freedom of action and left ourselves to be enveloped, within a few more 
seconds, between the masses of advancing monsters. So directly upon 
our position did the unconscious elephants advance that the head 
of their column had actually to divide so as to pass our bush. Within 
a few seconds the leading bull on my side towered over our low shelter 
not twenty yards ahead.” — How the author and his companion killed four 
of the herd, how they were charged by a wounded bull elephant, and the 
record of the dimensions of the slain and their weights. we will leave to 
the reader to discover. We may mention that on this occasion 300lb. 
weight of ivory, worth about £200, was brought into camp, and that the 
largest tusks measured 7ft. tin. in length by 174in. in girth, and weighed 
137Ib. the pair. In such a delightful book as the one before us, and one 
that is written with such genuine sporting instinct and enthusiasm, it 
seems rather invidious to refer unfavourably to the author's style. We 
cannot, however, avoid expressing the hope that in any future impression 
the printer’s reader will, at all events, correct the numberless grammatical 
errors and incorrect punctuations with which its pages abound, As an 
example, one of many, on the first page of Chapter |. we tind the 
following quite unintelligible sentence: “To such temperaments as 
indicated the rough, free intangible life on an unknown veld, surrounded 
by savage nature, and with its concomitants of self-reliance and_ selt- 
resource, of difficulty, and sometimes of danger, appealed to the verge 
of in some cases, beyond -the limits of self-restraint.” “The 
author is, of course, responsible tor his peculiar manner of expressing him- 
self, and for the unusual words he employs in doing so. His sentences 
certainly do not always read pleasantly or easily, nor are they orthodox 
English when they commence with sucha word as “suffice,” or withanadverb 
“and.” © Thereaway ” is, again, a very strange word with which to 
begin a paragraph and one quite unknown to us, while “ to wit,” as applied 
to a list of names, seems to suggest a legal document, rather than a bool 
on sport. The errors we have alluded to all occur in the first two or 
three pages of the work, and as similar ones are to be found on nearly 
every page, we trust that they will be remedied if a second edition is 
called for. Above all, that dreadful “ got,” or “ get,” whiclrsappears so 
continually, should be much more sparingly used, if, indeed, used at all. 
Nothing looks worse in print than the far too common expressions in 
sporting works of “I got a shot at a deer,” or I did not “ get a shot,” or 
than “Getting tired [ got home without getting any sport.” Before 
closing Mr. Chapman’s book we must congratulate him on the excellence 
o° his full-page illustrations. Though all are good, some are especially 
interesting and lifelike, such as, for instance, the frontispiece, which shows 
a huge tusker almost standing on the author as he lies concealed in his 
shelter. The picture facing page 158, entitled * Enveloped,” in which a 
troop of elephants surround, without being aware of them, the two 
sportsmen; that of the charging rhinos, from whom the author 
narrowly escapes destruction; “ Nearly Caught,” an elephant suddenly 
charging through tall reeds ; and * The Assembling of the Carnivora,” 
which represents a crowd of vultures, jackals and hyenas. sitting 
patiently waiting during the skinning of a zebra, in expectancy of 
a meal, are one and all capital representations of events described 
in the type.

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GUNS FOR WILDFOWLING: THE 8-BORE. 

“HE testing operations incidental to this article, which we carried 
out at the Wimbledon Shooting School on the 25th ult., gave 
rise to speculation as to whether pleasure or gain is the object 
of the wildfowler. One who has fired some fifty 8-bore 

charges in an hour or so_ will not fail of admiration for the 
enthusiasm, whatever its object, which braves the wild winds ot

winter in the lonesome retreats of the mallard and teal, burdened the 
while with the ponderous weapons which the wildfowler affects. Ot 
these, we propose at the moment to treat of that most favoured by shore- 
shooters, the double 8-bore to wit. The weights and loads of 8-bores 
are less closely restricted than those of the 12-bore, mainly because, 
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ab initio, the wildfow!er must not be squeamish concerning a pound 
or two either of weight or recoil, and the dimensions of this gun afford 
abundant latitude for adapting weights and loads to the strength of the 
individual. The Magnum double 8-bore is of 15lb. weight, with 36in. barrels, 
chambered for 3}in. “ Perfect” thin brass cases, accommodating a charge 
of 7dr. of powder and from 2}o0z. to 302. of shot. The Medium double 
8-bore, with barrels 2in. shorter, weighs 2lb. less and shoots from 
2hoz. to 2}oz. of shot propelled by 6dr. of powder. What 
is called the “Light” double 8-bore weighs from tolb., 
t» has join. to 32in. barrels and, chambered for 
3\in. brass cases, fires 6dr. of powder and 2joz to 


shot. The Magnum best suited for shooting from 
boats and huts, the Light where the venue of the sport 
involves much walking. The prospective wildfowler will be 


guided in his selection by two considerations which appeal with 
great force where the weight and recoil of the weapon he desires to 
use approach somewhat closely the limits of his strength. He can 
at once save some 4lb. or 5lb. by confining himself to a single 
barrel, but must then be prepared to endure something more of 
recoil and to forego the advantages of a second shot; and where 
his chief desire is to lessen recoil this may be realised by adopting 
the lightest of the loads in conjunction with the heaviest of the 
guns. Concerning its shooting capabilities, considerable difficulty 
arises in reconciling the various opinions of wildfowlers, 
nor is this lessened by reference to the technical authorities, 
by reason of the fact that, by these, capabilities are expressed 
in terms of the distribution of No. 1 shot, and No. 1 shot 
vary in weight so that 25o0z. may include either 200 or 260 
pellets. By one the available range is said to be 8oyds. to 
rcoyds., while others claim frequent kills at from tooyds. 
to 5oyds. It will always be the case when large pellets 
are employed, each of which under favourable circumstances may 
itself constitute a killing pattern, that phenomenally long shots will 
occasionally occur, the bird falling a victim to an individual pellet. 
It is not upon such chances, but rather upon reasonable possibili- 
ties, that the wildfowler relies, and to ascertain these some careful 
tests were instituted with a double 8-bore having 39in. barrels 
and weighing 15lb., by Bland. Cartridges loaded with 6dr, 
of black gunpowder and 2}0z. of A Aand No. 1 shot respectively, 
by Eley, and with wildfowling Ballistite and 2$oz. of No. 1 
shot by Nobel were used. ‘Though patterns at goyds. afford 
little indication of the capabilities of a gun intended for 
twice that distance, for the sake of comparison with a 12-bore 
a few preliminary shots were fired at the pattern-plate at 
goyds. The average of these gave 128, or 71 per cent. 
of the pellets, in the 30in. circle with black powder, and 139, or 
69 per cent., with Ballistite, both with No. 1 shot, thus showing 
that the gun was giving about full-choke results with both loads. It will 
doubtless already have been remarked that the weight and load of an 
8-bore gun are exactly double those of a 12-bore ; our tests show its 
capabilities to bear about the same ratio.

One of the most remarkable changes in our social life which has taken 
piace during the last twenty years or so has been in the consumption of 
wine at meals. Whereas formerly it was the invariable custom at lunch and 
dinner to study the wine list and choose something suited to one’s taste and 
purse, it is now far more usual simply to order a whisky and soda. This 
change is due toa variety of causes, oneof the most important of them being 
the rapid rise in popular favour of whisky as a wholesome daily drink. In 
the attacks which doctors so often make against different forms of 
aicohol, there are distinct signs of an exception being made in favour of 
whisky. For one thing, it is being used much more often as a medicine, 
in places where in former years brandy would have been used exclu 
sively. The value of whisky as a “night-cap” (and one that will often 
induce healthful and refreshing sleep to the worried) is well known, as 
are also its restorative, digestive and sustaining qualities. A great deai 
of care, however, should be exercised in the choice of the whisky which 
is drunk ; for there is a good deal of raw, crude spirit on the market, 
the consumption of which is likely ina more or less great degree to be 
harmful. For this reason, the fact that the whisky supplied by Messrs 
W. Anderson and Co. is a safe whisky, is one of its most important 
characteristics.

‘The proprietors of 
the well-known Thermos Flask, for instance, have had to take many 
actions both in this country and abroad to protect their patents ; but in 
spite of this there are stilla few infringers against whom they write to 
caution the public,

HE early history of all the arts is lost in a cloud of anecdote. 
Where facts fail a kind of mythology does its best to fill the gap. 
We all know how Butades, the potter of Corinth, invented the 

art of modelling in clay. His daughter, wishing to keep an 

image of her lovers face, drew the outline of its shadow as it 

was cast upon the wall by the light of a lamp, Butades filled in 

the silhoutte with cay and baked the resulting portrait with his pots and 
pans, Similarly the discovery of the process known as Shefhell plating is 
sani to have been due to an accident. Now, it happened in 1742, says Mr. 
Hi. N. Veiteh, “that in a garret of what was then called Tudor House, 
Thomas Bolsover, ‘an ingenious mechanic’ (as he is styled in’ Hunter's 
Hallamshire) was tepeiting badly cracked piece of plate—a knife, according 
to some authorities, Mr. Stratford of Sheffield states that he used a penny 
to ‘cramp’ up the join, and accidentally allowed his work to become over- 
heated, when he tound that the silver and copper had ‘fused’ so firmly 
together as ty be imseparalle. It soon occurred to Bolsover that this 
accident might Le turned to good purpose, and after some experiments he 
suceeded in producing an imitation of silver by beating out a thin layer of 
silver and placing it on a copper foundation, then fusing the two metals 
together by the action of heat.” The anec !ote, if not literally, is at least 
svu.bolically true, and there is no doubt that we owe to Tnomas Bol-over a 
beautiful art, an! that Sheflield owes to him the beginning of her prosperity 
The benefactor himself found lithe profit in his invention. Not only did 
he lack the enterprise which should turn it to the best account, but he 
was cheated by the rocues whom he cmployed to sell his wares, and 
had not beer for Joseph his apprentice and successor, 
we might have heard little or nothing of Sheffield plate. But Hancock 
was «a man of business as weil as a skilful artificer Ile vastly im- 
proved Bolsover’s process; he replaced the forge-hammer with a roller, 
and so well known cid the ol:jects of his manufacture become, that 
as early as 1760 we find Llorace Walpole discussing the art of plating copper 
with silver and buying a pair of candlesticks for two guineas. Fortunate in 
their process, the platers of Shefticld were fortunate also in their period. 
They came at a moment of prosperity and good taste, The English of the 
eighteenth century were not content with the pewter mags and rude platters 
whie #@ had satistied their forefathers The fine china made in Bow and 
Chelsea, the Llue masterpieces shaped Worcester, set a handsome fashion, 
and desieners of Shefiield plate did not fall below their opportunity, Mean. 
while Reynolds and Gainsborough were painting their incomparable portraits, 
A revival of classici.m was inflrencing all the arts, Above all, the brothers 
Adam, who were the wisest inspiration to Sheffield, were building houses,

decorating rooms and designing furniture, For once, then, taste and 
opportunity met, The workman expressed in metal the fancy of the 
artist, and in one craft at least England set an example to the 
rest of Europe, which in a very brief space of time she forgot 
herself to follow. A light elegance, a reticence of ornament, a perfect 
adaptability of means to end are the distinguishing marks of Sheffield plate 
in its happiest period. The classical simplicity of the finest specimens here 
reproduced proves what good models may achieve even for a plain and 
inexpensive handicraft. Unfortunately, increased skill and greater Care 
of manufacture brought with them an elaboration of design which speedily 
destroyed the character of Sheflield plate. The best period lasted no more 
than a quarter of a century, and then ingenuity was permitted to do its worst. 
To compare the cream-jugs and candlesticks of 1780, exquisite in shape and 
proportion, with the urns and epergnes of twenty years later, stiff with masks, 
lion’s claws and eagles’ heads inextricably mixed, is to measure the distance 
between a delicate art and a thriving trade. Henceforth, ** massiveness ” 
seemed a virtue in itself. The manufacturers responded too readily to the demand 
for more.weig't, and, as Mr Veitch says, *‘ the work was so brightene | by over- 
indulgence in burnishing tnat a design, bad as it was, was thoroughly destroyed,” 
From this vulgarity Sheffield plate never recovered, and its swift decline helps to 
reconcile us to the fact that to-day it is a lost art. Thus the little master- 
pieces of a simple art, which once were adupted for daily uie, have at last 
become the sport of collectors. They are ‘faked ” and forged with all the 
mo lern ingenuity, which finds deceit easier than invention. And, in spite of 
the hazard to which modern purchasers are ex »osed, pounds are asked where 
once shillings sufficed. Obviously it is important that the collector’s eye 
should be trained to detect imposture, and Mr. Veitch’s simple tests will be 
very useful, The first and simplest test is the ‘‘seam test.” A seam is 
apparent on all the joinings of genuine Sheffiel! plate that fas not been 
tampered with. **At the present day,” says Mr. Veitch, “there is no 
manufacturer who ‘ makes up’ copies of Sheffield plate according to the old 
method,” and the seam, apparent in genuine pieces, instantly disappears 
in those which have been repaird, or electo-plated. This test, there- 
fore, is wholly satisfactory; but if it be deemed insufficient, the 
collector may ascertain the depth of the silver by scraping. The 
deeper the silver, the greater the confilence with which we may 
assume the piece to be genuine. Lastly, the practised connoisseur may tes! 
the worth and genuineness of Sheffield plate by its colour. But this test may 
only be applied after long habit and years of experience has brought it to an 
instinct. For the rest, we know no be ter guide to the collection of Shettield 
plate than Mr. Veitch’s excellent handbook, The author makes clear the 
technical processes of the art, while at the same time he is keenly alive to 
its beauty, and he has embellished his text with a set of illustrations which 
mark the decline, as well as the rise, of a handicraft of which England 


may still be proud, The worst is, it belongs to an earlier century. We

AN ENTHUSIASTIC PHOTOGRAPITER, 
Bird Hunting through Wild Europe, by KR. B. Lodge. (Robert Culicy.) 


MR, LODGE has written many books on bird-life, but this, his latest, is by 
far the most delightful of them all. Herein he recounts his travels through 
Spain, Bosnia, Montenegro, Hungary and Albania. As might be supposed, 
his quest of subjects for the c:mera led him into many outlandish places and 
not a few adventures; but as to the nature of these we shall say nothing here, 
for mere excerpts woul! convey but very imperfectly the charm which they 
possess in their original setting. There are few men, surely, whose zeal 
for bird photography would be sufficiznt to support them through the trying 
circumstances which Mr Lodge details in these pages. One illustration 
shall suffice le detervined to get a picture of the great white heron 
(Ardea alba) on its nest; and found, in the Dobrudscha, a breeding colony. 
After much searching he found a nest in a suitable spot—save the mark !— 
and set about securing the coveted picture. ‘To do this he burrowed a hole 
in the mud, and herein he ** remained almost motionless for two entire days 
of ten hours each. some tood in my shoulder-bag, for my 
pockets were full of water, and munched hard-boiled eggs and dry bread 
when I was hungry. The only exerci-e I could take to keep my circulation 
going in my legs was working with my feet to deeven the hole I 
was standing in. The water was up to my waist, and to make things 
still more unpleasant, the leeches foun! some holes in my breeches made 
by the reeds, and | wes losing blood all the time; there were several also 
inside my beots!” Alt) gether, to secure the few pictures of this bird which 
adorn this book he spent six days’ hard work in 35ft. of water, and a whole 
month in the search for a nest! But the pictures are well worth these 
privations, In another part of his book he regrets that he was unable to 
secure a photograph of the nest of the common bittern, believing that this feat 
has never yet been perlormed. In this, however, he is mistuken, for a very 
fine picture thereof appeared in the pages of ** British Beis” for April, 1908 
Beautilully illustrated, beautifully printed and tastefuliy bound, this book 
will make a most cdelightiul Christmas present. W. PL 


LITERARY NOTES. 
Men of the Day. 


Prophets, Priests and Kings, wy Gardiner. (Alston Rivers, Limited. 
Ina book of this kind which sets out to describe, and ina manner analyse, 
the celebrities of the time, the first question one is inclined to ask is Sow 
far the selection made is representative. Looking over the list of contents 
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it iseasy to pay a compliment to Mr. Gardiner’s judgment. The men and 
women whom he has made the subjects of his essays must be admitted co 
be, if not always the most eminent, at least the most representative 
pe ople of their ume. He begins with the King and ends with Mr. Gilbert 
K. Chesterton. Perhaps there is a slight tendency to exaggerate the 
merits of the Liberals as against the Conservatives, but otherwise these 
sketches strike us as being moderately clear and unbiassed. Of Mr. 
Asquith he remarks, “ He “is as precise as a time-table, his vocabulary 
is abundant, but it consists wholly of plain serviceable words without a 
touch of emotion or imagination, and his vocabulary truly reflects his 
mental outlook.” Of Mr. Balfour we are told epigrammatically that he 
has probably done the greatest service to his country of any man of 
the time —he has saved it from Protection -but here Mr. Gardiner is 
halloaing before he is out of the wood. The article on Mr. talfour, 
taken altogether, is the most lacking in understanding of any in the 
volume. Of Mr. George Bernard Shaw anybody can write well, because 
he is not only witty in himself, but the cause of wit in others. We are told 
he is “a preacher in cap and bells. He calls the crowd together with the 
jingle of jest, and then preaches his sermon in extravagant satire. He is 
so terribly in carnest that he cannot be serious. Le ast of all is he serious 
about himself. He is himself his own gayest comedy.” One turns to the 

chapter on Sir Edward Grey as a fair test of the writer's insight. It is not 
very illuminating, except in such passages as the following, which sheds a 
light that the author never intended on the attitude of the rank and file of 
the Liberal Party to their greatest Foreign Minister: “Sir Edward Grey’s 
view of foreign affairs, indeed, is that it is a close, bureaucratic preserve 
into which he will allow no impertinent trespassers. It is outside the 
ficld of democracy. There is no right of way through his woods, and he 
is the keeper with a gun.” Of the Kaiser there are few journalists who 
can write without exaggeration in one direction or another, and here he 
is more like a figure in vfcra bouffé than a person of real life. In 
writing of Mr. Lloyd-George, he relates the following personal 
anecdote: “TL once hada pleasant after-dinner talk with them (Mr. Lloyd- 

George and Mr. Churchill) on tic subject of their oratoric: al methods. 

“s do not trust myself to the moment on a big occasion, said Mr. 

Churchill. ‘1 don’t mind it in debate, or in an ordinary platform 
speech ; vut a set speech | learn to the letter” Mark ‘Twain said to me : 
‘You ought to know a speech as you know your prayers, and that’s how 
| know mine. I’ve written a speech out six times in my own hand.’ ‘1 
couldn't do that,’ said Mr. Lloyd-George, * | must wait for the crisis. Here 


are my notes for the Queen’s Hall speech.” And he took out of his 
pocket a slip of paper with half-a-dozen phrases scrawled in_ his 
curiously slanting hand.” The following sketch of the last, but 


not the least, of these characters is as good as anything in the 
book: “Walking down Fleet Street some day you may meet a 


form whose vastness blots out the heavens. Great waves of hair 
surge from uider the soft wide-brimmed hat. A cloak that might 
be a legacy from Porthos floats about his colossal frame. He 


pauses in the midst of the pavement to read the book in his hand, and 
a cascade of laughter descending from the head notes to the middle 
voice gushes out on the listening air. He looks up, adjusts his pince-nez, 
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observes that he is not in a cab, remembers that he ought to be in a cab, 
turns and hails a cab The vehicle sinks down under the unusual 
burden and rolls heavily away. It carries Gilbert Keith Chesterton.” 


Modern Agriculture. 


The Standard Cyclopedia of Modern Agriculture, (Gresham 
Vublishing Company. The second instalment of this admirable 
work more than fulfils the promise of its predecessor. It promises 
to become an indispensable book to the farmer who would keep 
abreast of the times. We cannot, in the space at our disposal, go 
through it methodically, but the application of a few tests is 


enough to demonstrate its character. In the more strictly scien- 
tific branch, for example, the two subjects of outstanding interest 
at the present moment are bacteria and breeding. The know- 


ledge of bacteriology is revolutionising many branches of agriculture. 
It has moditicd our ideas of manuring, for example, to a very con 


siderable extent. It was known generally that decomposition was 
brought about by micro-organisms, but it is only recently that 
that process has come to be clearly: understood. The fixation 


of yitrogen by bacteria, the part that bacteria play in the dairy, 
butter-making and cheese-making, and so forth —all these things are 
admirably set forth in the article before us, and in such a mannery that 
whoever reads them will understand even though he had no previous 
technical training. The article on breeding is equally able ; it is, perhaps, 
the most important contribution to the volume, as it- well may be, 
seeing that it is written by Professor J. Cossar Ewart. It shows that 
remarkable blend of sound theory with practical experience for which 
the writer is famous, and his ideas are’ set, forth in clear and 
straightforward English. It would take many pages to discuss 
what he says satisfactorily, but the following passage in regard to 
sports will, we are sure, interest all those who have care of livestock ; 
* Unfortunately, many of the sports which appear, instead of presenting 
desirable characters well worthy of being perpetuated, are highly 
untesirable. The only sports which have appeared during the writer's 
experiments were tailless rabbits, and rabbits which had the faculty of 
rapidly spinning round like waltzing mice. Should, however, a sport appear 
which adds appreciably to the value of a breed, there need not be any 
longer any diffieulty in preserving it. If the sport is remarkable for its 
coat or Colour, speed, size, vigour or fertility, yield of milk or of beef, or, 
in the case of plants, for the quality of the flowers, fruit, seeds, 
tubers or stems, by taking advantage of Mendel’s discoveries it can, 
as rule, be easily perpetuated. The probability that’ the 
sport will prove highly prepotent; but whether, when erossed, it 
proves dominant or recessive, it will almost certainly reappear and breed 
true when the crosses are interbred.” To take another side of agiculture, 
that is to say, the animals used in it, we find the same thoroughness 
exemplified, As a sample we would refer our readers to the excellent 
contribution on the Berkshire pig, written by that well-known authority, 
Mer. Sanders Spencer. But the natural history is not rigidly contined to 
domestic animals ; there are many interesting litth monographs dealing 
with the wild creatures on the farm, such, for mstanee, as the bidger, to 
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which the following very high character is given: “The damage they 
undoubtedly do among game-birds is very slight, and it is far out- 
weighed by the service they render in destroying rats, mice and all sorts 
of vermin.” It is the same with plants ; we have excellent accounts of 
the roots and grain produced on the farm, but the editors have not 
thought that such flowers as the begonia lie out of their beat. In other 
words, they recognise that the ordinary work of agriculture may in many 
cases be usefully supplemented by the cultivation of flowers and vege- 
tables for the market garden. 


“Pope in Worsted Stockings.” 


The most remarkable feature of the new edition of Zhe Poetical 
Works of George Crabbe, edited by A. J. Carlyle and R. M. Carlyle 
Henry Frowde), lies in the introduction. — It is, in its earlier part, at any 
rate, a curious dissertation upon sentimentality in literature. We are 
told that Defoe “set forth the habits of life, and the manner 
of thought and feeling of his own times in a fashion, bare, dry, 
uninspired, but sincere and veracious.” This is rather a stumbling-block 
to place at the very beginning of the discourse, as the more critical 
opinion is that Defoe was a commonplace writer who “fluked” into success 
with “ Robinson Crusoe,” and we do not follow the editors when they go 
on to remark, “The method which Defoe had translated into English 
from the Spanish Picaresque novel, was carried on by Fielding, not more 
faithfully but with a larger outlook and a greater sense of the picturesque 
variety and contrast of life.” It does seem paradoxical to say that 
Fielding was strongly influenced by the sentimental movement. Our 
editors, we are afraid, do not discriminate between sentiment and senti- 
mentality. After discussing other authors, we are asked to come to the 
conclusion tnat Crabbe “ is not, indeed, untouched by this movement and 
these sentiments, but his work, in great measure, represents a revolt 
against certain aspects of it, and a reversion to something more like the 
earlier realistic movement.” Of course, every critic is entitled to his own 
opinion, but we are afraid that in these remarks Mr. and Mrs. Carlyle 
do not make much advance upon Byron’s well-worn phrase about him, 
Nature’s sternest painter, but her best. 


CHILDREN’S BOOKS. 


N our opinion the most delightful book for children published 
this season is that by Miss Jekyll on Children and Gardens, 
which is more fully reviewed in another page of this paper. 
We will proceed, however, to notice a_ selection from the 
other books which have been forwarded for that purpose. 
Under the fanciful title of Vesterday’s Children (Chatto and 

Windus), Millicent Sowerby and Githa Sowerby have produced a 
very pretty volume for the youngest of the small folk. The dedication 
will explain what it is; it runs thus: “To the other children the pictures 
that were shown to her, the verses that were read to her and what 
she thought about them are dedicated by the Child of to-day.”

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Lady Margaret Sackville and Mr, Ronald Campbell Macfie have 
between them constructed a beautiful book in Zhe Princess and the 
Shepherd (Sherratt and Hughes), which they describe as “fairy tales 
for the old and young.” Simply and pleasantly written and most 
delightfully illustrated by Miss B. L. Tennant, it is a volume that 
deserves, and we hope will receive, a very hearty weleome at Christmas- 
ume, Some idea of its contents may be gained from the titles : “ The 
Princess and the Shepherd,” “The Beggar Maid and the ‘Three Kings,” 
“The Golden Snake,” “ The Strange Adventures of Mrs. Wigan,” and 
so forth, but description is powerless to convey the charm of the 
illustrations. 

Among other toy-books for children, one of the prettiest is Ze Lays 
of the Grays, published by W. and R. Chambers, Limited. It is very 
nicely got up, and the following quatrain describes the book : 


These pictures tell you all the way 
About some elephants called Gray ; 
And let me add, they took the name 
Because their colour was the same. 


By .the same publishers is Zeddy Bears, by Clara Andrews 
Williams, illustrated by George A. Williams. ‘The feature of this book 
is the capital illustration of child-life which it gives. It will cause 
delight to those who are just emerging from their first study of the 
alphabet. 

The Transformations of the Trucfitts (Cassell and Co., Limited) is 
a toy-book about animals that ought to entertain litthe people enormously, 
as both letterpress and pictures are very humorously conceived. 

Messrs. W. and R. Chambers have long made a speciality of gift 
books for young people ; and we have received a number from them 
which are likely to be much in demand at Christmas-time. Of books 
which are calculated to combine instruction with amusement we have 
before us several excellent volumes in a series known as “ Chambers’s 
Wonder Books The first is holography for Voung Peopee, 
and is by Mr. Tudor Jenks. It gives in a_ bright and readable 
form instruction’ all branches of the photographer's art, and 
should teach any intelligent youth how he may learn to use his 
camera, his chemicals and his material to the best advantage. 
Another is Volcanoes and Karthquakes, by Vrofessor Edwin 
Houston, Ph.D., which contains accounts of all the principal volcanic 
eruptions and earthquakes, including those of Krakatoa in 1883, Lisbon 
in 1755, and San Francisco in 1906, The book has a coloured frontis- 
piece showing Mount Vesuvius in eruption and half-a-dozen full-page illus- 
trations ; it should appeal particularly to schoolboys. Professor Houston 
is also responsible for a volume, uniform with the others mentioned 
above, called 7he Al/mosphere. \t conveys a considerable amount of 
instruction in natural science and chemistry in a very readable form. 
Of the books intended primarily to amuse, among those for girls we note 
the name of Mrs. L. ‘Tl. Meade, who is the author of 74e Court-//arman 
Girls, Mrs. Meade has considerable gifts as a story-teller and her 
strong sense of the dramatic makes her books great favourites with girl 
readers, Another interesting and healthy story of school life which girls 
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will appreciate is Wer/e and May, by Grace Squires. Of books for boys 
Messrs. Chambers publish a number this Christmas, all of which are 
both healthy in tone and exciting in matter. Among them may be 
mentioned Jack, the Young Ranchman, by George Bird Grinnell, which 
describes a boy’s adventures in the Rockies and deals with real things 
and people, some of whom, the author tells us, are still alive. /# Zexas 
with Davy Crockett, by Everett McNeil, is also a stirring and well- 
i!ustrated tale. It deals with the Texas War of Independence and gives 
an excellent description both of Davy Crockett and Sam Houston, Other 
first-rate stories for boys are 7he Rebel Cadets, by Charles Gleig, A Boy 
and a Secret, vy Raymond Jacberns, and Black Partridge, by Coionel 
Gordon. 

Messrs. ‘T. C.and E. C. Jack have prepared a Christmas treat for 
many young people, by the issue of a very charming series of children’s 
books, which goes by the name of “ Grandmother's Favourites.” One 
of the most universally popular of them is Zhe /uirchild Family, by 
Mrs. Sherwood, which has been re-told by Jeanie Lang and contains 
illustrations in colour by Evelyn Beale. ‘The book is too wiaely known 
to need comment beyond saying that Miss Jeanie Lang has given a 
considerably shorter and less “moral” version of the book. Other 
delightful “favourites” of grandmothers who were surely luckier in 
their literary fare than their grandchildren seem to be are 74e Apple Pre, 
and Other Stories, ve-told by Amy Steedman and illustrated in colours by 
Evelyn Beale; A/argot and the Golden lish, by Mrs. Sherwood, 
re-told also by Amy Steedman ; //o/iday /fouse, by Catherine Sinclair, 
and re-told by Olive Allen, who is responsible also for recasting 
The Birthday Present, by Maria Edgeworth. The volumes are all 
attractively illustrated in colours and beautifully bound and produced. 
We have also received from the same firm a pleasant series of Nature 
books for young people bearing such titles as Dwellers in the Garden, 
Dwellers in the Pond, and so on, one of those before us— Dwellers 
in the Woods —heing by the well-known naturalist, the..Rev. Theodore 
Wood.
